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Tactical Air Power

RIOR to our last conflict, “Tactical Air 

Power” and its potentialities consti- 
tuted an unknown quantity. The weapons, 
though inadequate, were emerging with- 
out the simultaneous development of tac- 
tics suitable to 
their employment. 
Tactics were in a 
very embryonic 
state of evolution 
since a concept of 
“Tactical Air Pow- 
er” had not been 
conceived. As a re- 
sult of this di- 
lemma, we found 
ourselves em- 
broiled in a new 
world conflict with 
no precepts of em- 
ployment or at the 
best antiquated 
concepts. 

Some exponents of the 
as a result of the initial success of the 
German Army in France, Poland, and 
the lowlands became overly exuberant in 
advocating the German precepts of the 
role and employment of “Tactical Air 
Power.” This concept embraced the as- 
signment and employment of “Tactical 
Air Power” as an organic component of 
the German Army. The successes enjoyed 
by the German Air Force in a battle, con- 
fined primarily to Ground Armies, may 
have contributed to our early fallacious 
comprehension of “Tactical Air Power.” 
It is fortunate, indeed, that the RAF 
on the western desert had evolved a to- 
tally different tenet. This new concept 
expounded the thesis that “Tactical Air 
Power” should constitute a separate and 
distinct force, co-equal and independent 
of the ground forces. Further, this pre- 
cept submitted that local air domination 
must be achieved before a major ground 
campaign may be launched with reasona- 
ble assurance of success. Thus, we see an 
evolution of a concept under stress and 
disaster that permitted and readily ac- 
celerated the exploitation of “Tactical 
Air Power” in the air and ground cam- 
paigns that ensued. 

The North African Campaign will long 
be remembered as the proving ground for 
the development and refinement of these 
new concepts. These tenets, to be sure, 
were consummated through many trials 
and tribulations. In the initial phases of 
the North African Campaign, the Tactical 
Air Force pursued a dogma that was con- 
ducive to defeat in detail. This same fal- 
lacy of concept permitted the German 
Air Force to be defeated in Europe. There 
was an obvious violation of the principle 
of mass. In addition, this erroneous doc- 
trine permitted the allocation of “Tactical 
Air Power” in direct support of ground 
forces before attaining local or general 
air superiority, These conspicuous errors 
of logic hearly resulted in a catastrophe 
for our meagre forces, both Air and 
Ground, during this early stage of action.

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Service Leaders Back 
Unification Proposals 


The military leaders of the nation’s 
Armed Forces — General of the Army 
Dwight Eisenhower, USA, Fleet Admiral 
Chester Nimitz, USN, and General Carl 
Spaatz, USA—told the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services this week of their 
support of S. 758, the bill for unification 
of the Armed Forces. 

The House Committee on Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments is planning 
to open hearings on the unification bill, 
H. R. 2319, on Wednesday, 2 April. Secre- 
tary of War Patterson is to be the first 
witness. The session will be in the caucus 
room, Old Office Building, at 10 a.m. 

Before the Senate Committee each of 
the Generals and Admirals, in turn, disa- 
greed with assertions by committeemen 
that the Secretary of National Defense 
would be granted excessive authority by 
the bill. Senator Styles Bridges (R- 
N.H.), repeatedly referring to this post 
as that of the “Super-Secretary,” has 
said that under the terms of 8. 758 the 
Secretary of National Defense has such 
unlimited power that he might reduce 
the effectiveness of one or more services. 

Lt. Gen. LeRoy Lutes, USA, Director of 
Service, Supply and Procurement in the 
War Department General Staff, is expect- 
ed to be a witness before the Committee 
to present a plan for a fourth secretary— 
a Secretary of Supply. 

It is expected that he will show how 
savings can be made through such a set- 
up. The question of savings has not yet 
been answered satisfactorily in hearings 
before the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services. 

In his formal statement General Eisen- 
hower said on 25 March that he had dis- 
covered on his return from Europe that 
the conclusion reached there that a uni- 
fied command was essential did not pre- 
vail in the United States. 

Agreeing that the bill is “a compromise 
between conflicting views,’’ General Eis- 
enhower scated it as his belief that “the 
naming of a single Secretary of National 
Defense does constitute the most feasible 
effective step by which there may eventu- 
ally be realized, under his direction, and 
by concerted action among the services, 
the organization and the methods best 
adapted to meet the requirements of our 
National Security.” The Chief of Staff 
recorded himself as opposed to any leg- 
islative “blue-print” for unification, de- 
claring it is his conviction “that progress 
in efficient coordination must be worked 
out on an evolutionary basis.” 

Revealing interest in the future status 
of the land-based air elements of the 
Navy, and the future status of the Marine 
Corps, Senator Harry Byrd (D-Va.) 
asked General Eisenhower if there could

Plans for Medical Dept. 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, USA, told the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services this week that the 
War Department has drafted legislation 
to make the Medical Department more at- 
tractive and that he has given considera- 
tion to the possibility of unifying the 
military medical departments with that 
of the Veterans’ Administration. 

The War Department proposes that the 
pay of specialists be increased by 25 per 
cent and that the pay of all doctors in 
general be increased by a flat bonus of up 
to $100 monthly. A bill for this purpose is 
now under consideration by the Bureau of 
the Budget, the Chief of Staff said. 

The bill would also permit the appoint- 
ment of “professors of medicine and sur- 
gery” for instruction purposes in similar 
manner as professors at West Point are 
appointed, and would authorize the em- 
ployment of civilian physicians for con- 
sultative and other purposes. 

Such legislation is sorely needed, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower declared, if the Army is 
to continue to attract efficient medical 
officers and to hold those it now has. The 
bill is aimed at raising the efficiency of 
the Army Medical Department to a higher 
plane, he asserted. 

The Chief of Staff pointed out that the 
maintenance of an efficient medical staff 
is one of his “hardest problems,” noting 
that there are fewer doctors in the Regu- 
lar Army now than before the war. 

General Eisenhower revealed the pro- 
visions of the bill while testifying 25 
March on unification. 

Replying to a suggestion by Senator 
Chan Gurney (R-SD), that “some kind of 
a medical man should be on the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff,” the Chief of Staff said: 

“We provide for more rapid advancement of 
doctors, for greater pay, for their specializa- 
tion, for providing consultants and special-

Army-Navy Nurse Bill 

The Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices has this week voted to report the 
Army-Navy Nurse Corps bill, requiring 
less than an hour to go over its salient 
points before reaching a favorable con- 
clusion on it. The bill already has been 
passed by the House. 

Testifying before the committee were 
the Surgeons General of the Army and 
Navy, Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk and 
Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swanson, rein- 
forced by Col. Florence A. Blanchfield, 
Superintendent of the Army Nurse Corps, 
and Capt. Nellie J. Dewitt, Superinten- 
dent. 

Stressed were the points that both 
corps will be disestablished 6 months 
after the official ending of the war, 
and that nurses, army dietitians and 
therapists are being separated from the 
Services along with other officers; that 
commissioning them in a permanent corps 
will aid in holding good nurses; that re- 


would not be possible, and that successful 
competing with other governmental De- 
partments for the services of registered 
nurses depends on making service in the 
Army and Navy attractive by establishing 
them in permanent corps with rank and 
pay in harmony with those provided for 
male personnel.

Hearings on Promotion 
Scheduled for 1 April 


The House subcommittee on personnel 
in the Armed Services, headed by Repre- 
sentative Dewey Short (R-Mo), will open 
hearings on the Navy Department’s pro- 
posed promotion bill, HR 2537, on Tues- 
day, 1 April. 

Rear Adm. Thomas L. Sprague, USN, 
Chief of Naval Personnel, who led final 
studies leading to formulation of Navy 
promotion plans in their final form, will 
make the Navy’s opening presentation. 

Representative Short plans to take up 
the Army bill after the Navy bill “is out 
of the way—but before we take any final 
action on the Navy bill.” In this way, he 
said, “we should be able to reconcile some 
of the many disparities between the bills, 
to the advantage of both Services.” 

Admiral Sprague will tell the Person- 
nel subcommittee of the existing need for 
this legislation, and explain its provisions 
in general terms. Comdr. D. L. Mar- 
tineau, USN, legislative assistant to the 
Chief of Naval Personnel, will explain the 
bill in detail as hearings progress. 

Secretary Forrestal and Fleet Admiral 
Chester Nimitz, USN, are slated to ap- 
pear before the subcommittee on comple- 
tion of the detailed presentation. Others 
in the Navy or Marine Corps may ap- 
pear from time to time, at the call of the 
subcommittee, to explain provisions re- 
lating to particular specialist groups. 

Brig. Gen. John E. Dahlquist, USA, 
president of the War Department Plan- 
ning Board, will be the main witness on 
the Army’s promotion bill. 

General Dahlquist’s opening statement 
has already been made available to the 
personnel subcommittee for study. In ad- 
dition, each member has been supplied 
with Departmental explanations of the 
Army and Navy bills. 

Also likely to appear for the War De- 
partment is Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, 
USA, assistant chief of staff G-1, and 
War Department Director of Personnel 
and Administration, under whose direc- 
tion the studies and planning leading to 
the present bill have been carried for- 
ward. 

Members of the personnel subcom- 
mittee, in addition to Chairman Short, 
are Representatives Arends (R-Ill), Cole 
(R-NY), Bates (R-Mass), Mrs. Smith 
(R-Me), Gavin (R-Pa), Drewry (D-Va), 
Johnson (D-Tex), Kilday (D-Tex), and 
Sikes (D-Fla).

the bill my objection to it would be re- 
moved.” 

To the suggestion of Senator Baldwin 
(R-Conn.) that the Secretary of National 
Defense should exercise “general super- 
vision” rather than “direction” of the 
different departments and agencies, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower replied that there should 
be just one man to report to the Presi- 
dent, and that he should not be just a 
coordinator. 

Continuing, General Eisenhower said: 

“In a global war we need a highly trained 
man, having as much interest in National 
Defense as we have, and capable of weighing 
opinions and making decisions. You cannot 
fight a global war by committee. There will 
be checks and balances enough. The Army 
and Navy are going to select the best men— 
men who will forget that they are of the 
Army or Navy in a global war.” 

Referring to the Secretary of National 
Defense as a “super-Secretary,” Senator 
Bridges (R-N.H.) asked whether he 
would not be a czar, and whether the 
sub-secretaries would not hesitate to by- 
pass him. Denying this, General Eisen- 
hower said the secretaries would have to 
defend their budgets yearly anyway, and 
the Secretary could not interfere with 
them in the last analysis. 


When Senator Bridges expressed the 
fear that a man of poor integrity might 
become Secretary of National Defense, 
General Eisenhower asserted, “Were a 
man of the worst type put in as Secre- 
tary, he could not wreck the plans. Others 
in authority would prevent this.” 


Senators Saltonstall (R-Mass.) and 
Bridges wanted to know General Eisen- 
hower’s views concerning the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. To Senator Saltonstall, 
the Chief of Staff said that from being 
an advocate at first in Europe of a single 
Chief of Staff he had become a believer 
in the value of a Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


In reply to Senator Bridges question, 
“Were there any weaknesses in the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff?”, General Eisenhower 
replied : 

“I will not criticize my bosses, but there 
are always weaknesses in groups, If you de- 
pend on the decision of three men you will 
get no decision. The decision of one man 
must be secured. Decision is needed. Wash- 
ington did a good job, but there were delays 
after all the facts were in.” 

As for a single Secretary, General 
Hisenhower said, “I do not believe we can 
get a combination of St. Peter and Na- 
poleon. But some decision is better than 
none.” 

General Spaatz registered his approval 
of the unification of the services as out- 
lined in the legislation, stating that 
“without a single Secretary there can be 
no absence of duplication in supply and 
other lines.” 

To questions put by Senator Bridges, 
General Spaatz replied that the Air 
Forces will do its own research where 
possible, paying other departments to do 
what the Air Arm cannot do. The Air 
Force has not been handicapped by lack 
of coordination on the part of other sery- 
ices, he said. 

Roles and missions, if carried out, will 
prevent duplication and effect economies ; 
the Air Force will have its own intelli- 
gence branch, he declared, adding, “We 
have Air attaches now at all capitals, 
and their reports now come back to the 
War Department, but under the proposed 





legislation their reports will come back 
to the Air Force.” 


Senator Russell (D-Ga.) stated that 
the bill’s provisions will finally make the 
Air Force the top Department, and added, 
“I believe it should be under another 
Department. I cannot see where there 
is to be any improvement by having a 
separate Department of Air. It is not 
in line with unification.” 

Fleet Admiral Nimitz was the only wit- 
ness on 26 March. He declared: 

“In my opinion this bill, when taken in its 
entirety, will provide us with a more effec- 
tive organizational structure for our na- 
tional security. The bill incorporates the 
lessons of the past war. It gives legal status 
to those coordinating and command agencies 
which were found most effective to the con- 
duct of global war. This is a forward looking 
bill. It is in keeping with the increased tempo 
which modern weapons impose on warfare, 
and is sufficiently flexible to meet future 
needs.” 

Asked by Chairman Gurney, (R-S.D.) 
about the authority of the Secretary of 
National Defense, Admiral Nimitz said, 
“No matter what we write in the bill, the 
President cannot be deprived of his con- 
stitutional right to decide all matters, 
so the Secretary would be as limited in his 
decisions as the President might indi- 

te.” 

Asked by the Senator what he thought 
of the suggestion that the bill should 
provide for a substitute if the Secretary 
should become ill, Admiral Nimitz said, 
“This would not be necessary, as a sub- 
secretary could be delegated by the Presi- 
dent to perform the duties of the Secre- 
tary.” 

To a question from Senator Saltonstall, 
Admiral Nimitz said the functioning of 
the Marine Corps and land-based planes 
of the Navy has been provided for sat- 
isfactorily, and that this is assured by 
the Executive Order that will go into 
effect when the bill is enacted. 

Admiral Nimitz said he does not fear 
the power of a “Super-Secretary” because 
the President would be a check on him. 
The Secretary of National Defense would 
be a check on the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
he declared, and would not make a de- 
cision without referring it to the Presi- 
dent. 

The Chief of Naval Operations asserted 

that the needs of the Navy are too spe- 
cialized to be served by a joint procure- 
ment agency. When Senator Gurney asked 
why the bill does not provide for such 
an organization, Admiral Nimitz said, 
“I do not believe it necessary with the 
working of the Munitions and other 
Boards provided for in the bill.” 

Admiral Nimitz told Senator Bridges 
that he thinks the bill does not fully 
protect the air corps of the Army, Navy 
and Air Forces, “but I believe that they 
are adequately protected. The Secre- 
tariat set-up will protect all of them.” 

Admiral Nimitz, describing present 
Army-Navy Planning for Defense said: 

“The question has been raised as to the 
extent that military plans can be and are be- 
ing prepared within the existing organiza- 
tions of the War and Navy Departments in 
order to insure the defense of the United 
States and of our national interest. While it 
is my belief that the preparation of such 
plans will be expedited and facilitated under 
the organization proposed by the legislation 
now under consideration, it should not be 
inferred that the responsible officials of the 
War and Navy Departments are not discharg- 
ing their responsibilities in this connection 
at the present time, Planning for the defense 
of the United States and for the military op- 





erations which might have to be carried on in 
the event of another national emergency is 
going on and substantial progress is being 
made. It will be appreciated, of course, that 
it is not possible to have completely static 
plans completed and filed in the complex and 
rapidly changing international situation that 
now exists. If such documents were prepared 
and filed, they would be of little value. 


“Provision for the defense of the United 
States is not nor can it be contained in any 
single plan. It is constituted in many sep- 
arate documents, agreements, decisions and 
specific war plans evolved over a period of 
years; reviewed and revised as necessary 
and each brought into consonance with the 
others. The objective of each is to keep the 
ravages of war and the areas of armed con- 
flict as far removed as possible from the con- 
tinental United States. This has been a U. S. 
military policy of long standing, one under 
which we have successfully fought two wars 
within a generation. ; 


“Prior to the defeat of either Japan or Ger- 
many the working agencies of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff composed of representatives of the 
Navy, Army and Army Air Forces began the 
formulation of a comprehensive, integrated 
and logical series of policies and plans vital 
to our national security. 

“During the period since the defeat of 
Japan the Joint Chiefs of Staff have com- 
pleted, and the Secretaries of War and the 
Navy have approved, an interim United 
States Military Policy and an Interim Stra- 
tegic Concept and Plan for the Employment 
of the United States Armed Forces. 


“One of the most important problems relat- 
ing to the defense of the United States is that 
of military, naval and air bases. Our base 
requirements have been reviewed repeatedly 
in the light of changing conditions and the 
State Department has been furnished with a 
series of expressions of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff in this important matter, 

“One phase of the Army-Navy planning has 
to do with the joint defense of Canada and 
the United States. This phase of planning is 
carried on through the medium of the “Per- 
manent Joint Board on Defense—Canada- 
United States” which was established in 
August, 1940. A new long range basic secur- 
ity plan for the United States and Canada 
has been accepted by the Chiefs of Staff of 
the two countries. It was approved by the 
United States Chiefs of Staff 13 August, 1946. 
Certain associated matters such as the stand- 
ardization of weapons and equipment have 
been announced from time to time. 

“An important element of post-war defense 
planning was the evolution of a sound uni- 
fied command structure for the United States 
forces beyond the continental limits of the 
United States following the immediate period 
of post-surrender and demobilization, Such 
a plan was developed by Joint Chiefs of Staff 
representatives, agreed to by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff on 12 December, 1946, and ap- 
proved by the President on 14 December, 
1946. Under this plan specific responsibilities 
for the defense of the United States by attack 
through various areas are assigned to major 
commanders in chief who report to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. Appropriate directives have 
been promulgated to Commanders in Chief 
concerned. They are in turn making their 
own plans to meet their own responsibilities. 

“Joint Chiefs of Staff Committees have 
been continuously engaged in the develop- 
ment of special staff studies, specific cam- 
paign plans and plans for contingent opera- 
tions in various parts of the world based 
upon different conditions which might con- 
ceivably develop. This may be classified as 
routine planning in fulfilment of basic duties 
in order that the Joint Chiefs of Staff may 
be prepared to meet any foreseeable situa- 
tion. These studies vary from the one ex- 
treme of the employment of local forces in 
the event of domestic eemergency to the other 
extreme of the participation of our forces 
in a major war. Such planning is being car- 
ried forward jointly at appropriate working 
levels on a continuing basis. 

“Pursuant to a request for guidance for 
industrial mobilization by the Army-Navy 





Munitions Board the agencies of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff have been exploring means for 
developing Joint Mobilization Plans for the 
Armed Forces. On 19 Nov. 1946, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff approved procedures for the 
preparation of an Industrial Mobilization 
Plan. The concept of strategic guidance for 
industrial mobilization was approved by the 
Joint Staff Planners and forwarded to the 
Chiefs of Staff on 13 Feb. 1947. 

“The Army and the Navy have been evolv- 
ing jointly plans for the development and 
the defense of our outlying base areas, such 
as Alaska and the Marianas. Joint On-Site 
Boards have been appointed by the Secre- 
taries of War and the Navy with guidance 
furnished by Joint Chiefs of Staff agencies, 
Reports on Alaska were approved by the Sec- 
retaries of War and the Navy on 7 Novy, 16, 
and the Marianas Board is presently prepar- 
ing its report of its On-Site examination. Co- 
ordinated U. S. requirements for bases in the 
Philippines were approved by the Philippine 
Government in March, 1947, and is subject 
to U. S. treaty ratification.” 





Honor General Motors Man 

Chicago—The United States Navy has 
conferred upon Norman K. Haig, di- 
rector of the government sales section of 
General Motors Corporation and former 
director of the GM War Products Train- 
ing Service, a certificate of appreciation 
for “meritorious personal service during 
World War II.” The presentation was 
made to Mr. Haig in person at the naval 
training station at Great Lakes, III. 

General Motors’ War Products Train- 
ing Service, with which Mr. Haig was 
associated during the entire wartime pe- 
riod, aided the Navy by establishing and 
operating training schools for Navy per- 
sonnel at Pontiac, Cleveland and Flint. 
Mr. Haig’s office is in the General Motors 
building in Detroit. His home is ‘near 
Pontiac. 


Post Exchanges Centralized 

Centralized operation of Army post 
exchanges has been extended to the First, 
Second and Third Army Areas and the 
Military District of Washington, Col., 
William H. Kendall, Chief of Army Ex- 
change Service, Office of the Chief of 
Special Services, announced 28 March. 

Centralization in the entire eastern 
area is based on results obtained in the 
trial introduction of centralized exchange 
operations in the Third Army Area 4 
year ago.

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Comments on Army Promotion 

The following comments on the War 
Department’s proposed promotion bill for 
the Army have been received by the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 

Major, GSC: “I oppose the bill as 
drafted. A handful of Reserve Officers, 
subsequently appointed in the Regular 
Army, do not, under this proposed bill, re- 
ceive any recognition for active commis- 
sioned service with the Regular Army, 
prior to 7 December *41. 

“In my own case, I have lost, for pro- 
motion and retirement credit: July ’38 
to July ‘39 (Thomason Act) 1 year; July 
*40 to December ’41 (active duty) 1 year, 
6 mos. (2 years—6 months.) 

“In 1940, as a 2d lt. (Res.) on active 
duty, with 1 year active duty to my credit, 
] outranked the Military Academy class 
of 1940 by 1 year. Under the present ar- 
rangement, I am outranked by 1.5 years 
by this class. 

“Since a general reshuffling of the pro- 
motion list will be made 1 July ’48 (The 
‘41 class will be promoted to Captain), 
and since most of the newly appointed 
officers in grade of 1st lt. rank from prior 
to 1 July °44 few will be considered as 
eligible for promotion to Captain. Thus 
placing the ’41 and previous classes that 
much further advanced on the list. 

“There are comparatively few officers 
who would benefit by any consideration 
of active commissioned duty prior to 7 
Dec. 41, yet it would seem fair to do so.” 

Captain, Ord. Dept.—"“I have examined 
the text of the Army proposed bill for a 
peacetime promotion system, and have 
come to the following conclusion : 

“(1) I oppose the bill as drafted. 

“(2) I see no good reason why the rate 
of prom:tion in the Regular Navy should 
exceed that of the Regular Army. 

“(3) I feel that the requirement for 
7, 14, and 21 years of service to establish 
eligibility for promotion to the grades of 
aptain, major, and lieutenant colonel re- 
spectively is inconsistent with the already 
established policy of integrating officers 
into the Regular Army using age, not 
years of service, as a basis for determining 
the permanent grade. Older officers who 
have been recently integrated into the 
Regular Army with relatively few years 
of service will be senior to younger officers 
with considerably more experience and 
more years of service, and the younger 
officers will be prevented from ever pass- 
ing the older one by, unless the older 
officer fails to be recommended for pro- 
motion by a selection board. The bill 
appears to me to emphasize age rather 
than merit as the factor governing the 
rate at which an individual can make 
progress. The reverse should be true.” 

Colonel, Chem. Corps.—‘The most vi- 
cious section of the bill is that the pro- 
motion boards can consider only these 
officers whose names are submitted by the 
Secretary of War, which means G-1 of 
the War Department. That means that 
any officer who differs from ‘The Boys in 
Power’ will never get before a promotion 
board. This feature of the bill destroys 
the last vestige of the slender freedom 
how enjoyed by Army officers. It will 
make ‘Yes men’ of the whole list. 

“In the second place the bill promises 
a brighter future and faster promotion to 
the young officers. Also the bill requires 
forced’ elimination at all levels. This 
spells heartbreak and disgrace to many 
food young officers who will be passed 
over twice and kicked out. The Navy has 
had a ‘plucking’ system for some time 
but I seem to remember that their pro- 
motion by selection (i.e., by political pre- 
ferment at times) did not prevent Pearl 
Harbor. 

_“The service in grade at the top is de- 
signed to make way for the promotion of 
younger officers, but does it consider the 
interest of the United States? Apparently 
not. Consider briefly what this provision 
would have done to some of our top com- 
manders of World War II had the pro- 
visions of this bill been in force in the 
1930's. There is George Marshall. With 
five years service as a Colonel and over 
30 years’ service in the Army he would 
have been kicked out in 1938. Douglas 
MacArthur would have been’ forced out 
away back in 1930 as a Major General, 
and Walter Krueger would have been 
eliminated as a lieutenant colonel in 
1927. The trouble is that youth is so 
anxious to get into power that those with 
experience and mature judgment are 
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labeled ‘Deadwood’ and must be elimi- 
nated to make way for those with nimble 
feet. The truth is that the country can 
not afford the luxury of throwing out 
good men and able soldiers just because 
they have served five years in the grade 
of Colonel or General or have 28 years’ 
service and are still Lieutenant Colonels. 

“One of the often repeated false argu- 
ments against the present system of pro- 
motion is that the War Department is 
forced to submit the names of Lieutenant 
Colonels for promotion to full Colonels 
without regard to qualifications. One man 
out of 600 is said to be poorly qualified 
for the promotion. 

“The truth of the matter is that the 
War Department is required now by law 
to appoint a Board of Officers annually 
to classify officers as qualified for pro- 
motion and qualified for continued active 
duty (e.g., Class A) or to eliminate them 
by Class B or forced retirement. If this 
provision of the existing law can not be 
carried out, how can the more compli- 
cated law now proposed be administered 
by similar Boards? 

“Any fair-minded hard-headed person 
who makes a study of this bill is pretty

sure to come to the conclusion that it 
should be killed for the following reasons, 
viz:

Col, FA: “Cut out all reference to officers 
who were General Officers during the war. 
I cannot favor legislation which distinctly 


favors any particular group of officers to the 
detriment of all the rest. Apply the general 
provisions of the bill as written immediately 
to all officers alike and I am all for it.” 

Col., Inf.: “I can see that the ptoposed bill 
will penalize all except those who stay on duty 
with the War Department or on the staffs of 
higher units. 

“The adoption of a bill such as that pro- 
posed will stifle all initiative and create a 
mass of ‘yes’ men. No senior officer in any 
grade will dare discipline a junior for fear 
that that junior will rank him. 

“The Army as a whole, I believe, is satis- 
tied with the present system in peacetime. 
Many fine officers are now resigning because 
they feel that there is and will be no more 
security.” 

Col., CE: “I wish to enter vigorous objec- 
tion to Sect. 10 (g); Sect. 12 (b); and Sect. 
17 (c). Why appoint a board if list of eligibles 
is ‘furnished’ under Sect, 12 (b) ?” 

ist Lt., AC-ORC: “I favor the bill as drafted. 
A great number of officers have considerable 
time as an enlisted man. Under present policy 
that time is not counted, Some means should

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Approve Survey of Officers 

Representative Leon H. Gavin (R-Pa.), 
a member of the subcommittee on Per- 
sonnel of the House Committee on Armed 
Services, which will take up the Army 
and Navy promotion bills just presented 
to Congress, said this week that he will 
be pleased to receive comments from THE 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL’s survey of offi- 
cers’ opinions of the bills. ‘ 

“We're always glad to get any com- 
ments we can on such bills,” Mr. Gavin 
declared. 

Other members of the Armed Services 
Group, whose recommendations on the 
promotion bills will largely govern their 
fate when they come up in the House for 
approval, agreed that the Committee 
should hear from the officers who will 
be affected by the promotion legislation. 

Ré@presentative Harry L. Towe (R-NJ) 
said he thought it would be “helpful to 
have the opinions of the individuals to 
be affected.” 

Representative Walter Norblad (R- 
Ore) asserted that “comments or any in- 
formation would be very helpful to the 
Committee.” 

Representative F. Edward Hebert (D- 
La) also-stressed the importance of such 
comments in the Cemmittee’s considera- 
tions. “I'd like to have the comments,” 
he said, “because I can’t make a decision 
unless I hear both sides of a question.” 

Representative Overton Brooks (D-La) 
stated, “I would like to have a consolida- 
tion of the ideas of Army and Navy per- 
sonnel.” 

Representative L. Mendel Rivers (D- 
SC) said he, too, would like to see the 
servicemen’s comments. 

Representative Arthur Winstead (D- 
Miss) asserted, “I think it would be help- 
ful. I'd be glad to have the comments.” 

Representative Paul Shafer (R-Mich) 
said he “would like very much to have 
a resume of the information you gather 
from personnel on the promotion bills.” 

Representative Charles Elston (R- 
Ohio) agreed that he would like to have 
the comments, too. 





Simplify Service Procurement 

A simplified system of procurement of 
services and supplies for the Armed Serv- 
ices is the objective of HR 1366, passed 
last week by the House. 

The measure establishes a uniform pur- 
chase authority for the Army and Navy 
in all future purchases. It is designed 
to bring about more efficiency in procure- 
ment of supplies, and result in economy. 

Although the bill does not propose to 
create a joint procurement agency, such 
an organization was discussed during 
House debate. Representative Carl Vin- 
son (D-Ga.) has introduced legislation 
creating a “Joint Army and Navy Pro- 
curement Board,” to be headed by a ci- 
vilian and to include two Army and two 
Navy officers. 

Representative Jack Z. Anderson (R- 
Calif.), chairman of the subcommittee on 
procurement and supply of the House 
Committee on Armed Services, which 
carried out initial studies on HR 1366, 
explained its operation. He asserted that 
the “authority to use the most effective 
contractual agreement will enable the pro- 
curing agency to secure prices, terms, and 
conditions which will result in the most 
economical purchases possible.” 

The bill states the intent of Congress 
that “a fair proportion of the total value 
of all purchases and contracts shall be 
placed with small business concerns.” By 
allowing larger numbers of small business 
to sell to the Services, it is expected that 
the Army and Navy will become ac- 
quainted with their capabilities, and that, 
in turn, small business will become fa- 
miliar with government procedures, 

Representative Patrick Drewry (D- 
Va.) declared that the bill provides that 
competition shall be the key to govern- 
ment contracts and purchases, in order 
that government may benefit by this 
method and that every business will have 
an equal opportunity to bid in the open 
market. 

In establishing regulations for the ad- 
vertising and public opening of competj- 
tive bids, the bill permits the rejection 
of all bids when it is in the public interest 
to do so. 
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Army Day 

The outstanding achievement of Ameri- 
can industry in supplying the sinews of 
war that enabled the Army to win the 
victory, and the necessity of continuing 
the partnership in peacetime to keep 
America strong, is being emphasized in 
preparations for Army Day. 

Industry and labor are joining with 
the services and the general public in 
commemorating Army Day, 7 April, and 
Army Week, 6-12 April, this year.

Those seeking help 
in planning Army Week programs or in 
securing Army speakers, films, exhibits 
or literature are notified to contact the 
Publie Relations Officer or Project Officer 
at the nearest Army installation, or with 
the local recruiting station. 

Many cities, including Washington and 
New York, will hold parades in which 
Army groups will join veterans’ organi- 
zations, patriotic societies, and other 
groups.

The House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices has this week reported H.R. 1605, 
legislation to provide that, if the Senate 
is in session, the date of nomination of 
personnel commissioned under the Act 
of 28 Dec. 1945 shall be considered the 
date of appointment in the Regular Army, 
or, if the Senate is in recess, the date of 
a recess appointment by the President 
shall govern.

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Nurses Discuss Reserve Plans 

Pians for an Army Nurse Corps Section 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, which will 
be set up under the bill just passed by 
the House of Representatives, were dis- 
cussed during the four-day conference of 
the Army’s chief nurses from all parts 
of the country, Col. F. A, Blanchfield, 
Chief of the Nursing Consultants Divi- 
sion, announced 22 March. 

The conference was devoted to a con- 
sideration of present policies and prac- 
tices and long-range plans concerned with 
nursing problems. ) 

With the passage of the pending legis- 
lation there will be for the first time in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps nurses and 
also dietitians, physical therapists and 
occupational therapists. The procurement, 
training and assignment of reserve nurses 
was one of the subjects taken up at the 
conference. In the event of necessity for 
mobilization the Reserve nurses will come 
into the Army already trained for the 
jobs to which they will be assigned. Full 
information concerning requirements for 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
will be published upon enactment of 
Nurse Corps legislation. 

Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The Sur- 
geon General, gave the welcoming ad- 
dress and other leading officials of the 
Medical Department spoke on matters re- 
lated to nursing problems. 

A dinner 20 March at Fort Myer, Va., 
was given in honor of Colonel Blanchfield 
whose tour of duty expires 31 May.

Comments on Army Promotion 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
time could help toward promotions and re- 

tirement.” 

Lt. Col., AC: “I favor the bill as drafted. 
This will eliminate favoritism and pull to a 
great extent.” 

Capt., Inf.: “I favor the bill as drafted with 
exceptions: Concerning Sec, 19 of proposed 
bill: There should be some provision for giv- 
ing constructive service for the purpose of 
determining position on promotion list, to 
those officers commissioned into the Regular 
Army between the period 7 Dec, 1941 and 
the time in 1946-47 the thousands of officers 
were integrated into the Regular Army under 
the provisions of the Integration Act of 28 
Dec, 1945, Public Law 281, 79th Congress. If 
this constructive service is not given equita- 
bly to all there will be many officers who 
were commissioned into the Regular Army 
during the war and who are between the ages 
of 25 and 32 approximately at time of com- 
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mission, who will suffer a loss of several years 
on the promotion list in comparison to thoge 
of the same age integrated into the Regular 
Army in 1946-47.” 

Lt. Col., AC-RA: “There is no provision for 
consideration of temporary rank held in selec.

ment.” 

Lt. Col., AC: “I favor the bill as drafted. 
If an officer is passed over by the promotion 
board, I believe reasons should be stated 
why.” 

Lt. Col., CE: “I favor bill as drafted, pro- 
vided there is provision for retirement at high- 
est grade satisfactorily held during the war.” 

Capt., Cav.: “I favor the bill as drafted with 
an amendment, Amend bill so as to allow offi- 
cers integrated in June 1946 credit for active 
service prior to 7 Dec. 1941. For example | 
and others did not receive credit for this 
service.

ist Lt., Cav.-Res.: “ ‘Selection’ wil! not 
necessarily assure that the best man for the 
job will be promoted, due to politics of one 
sort or another, Retain time in grade for all 
except very highest ranks and overhau!

Maj., MAC: “Officers with RA enlisted sery 
ice should count that service toward promo- 
tion and retirement.” 

Maj., Cav.: “Proposed plan will give rise to 
an unprecedented era in Army political 
cliques.” 

Maj., QMC: “Former warrant officers, who 
served successfully as officers in World War 
II should be somehow considered. They had 
been considered as officers up to this point 
and now abandoned.” 

Col., FA-Ret.: “Promotion is most likely to 
be influenced by acquaintance rather than by 
real ability and efficiency, Same old human 
weakness and characteristic. Especially likely 
to be unjust in promotion from Ist It, to cap- 
tain.” 

Col., USA-Ret.: “Continue the present per- 
manent promotion law with stricter enforce 
ment of the Class B Section for elimination of 
undesirables. The bill will impair morale and 
affect efficiency by converting the officer corps 
into petty politicians and apple polishers. 
Officers will be inclined to devote more time 
to thinking and worrying over selection, pro 
motion and elimination, than they will about 
performing their assigned duties.”’ 

Lt. Cel., FA: “Section 7 (c) Thomason Act 
officers should be protected similar to USMA 
protection. Should be given credit for active 
duty while in Reserve and not ranked by any 
persons who received commissions prior to 
theirs in Reserve or NG, but did not take 
Thomason Act chance, It is also noted that 
officers who failed to make RA through Thom 
ason Act will rank the officers who won out 


over them in competition for RA appoint- 
ment!” 
Col., FD: “Since all officers do not have 


equal opportunity to demonstrate ability, due 
to difference in assignments, examinations 
and tests should be the basis for promotion 
and elimination in the lower grades. The ad- 
ministration of examinations and tests would 
be good peacetime training.” 

Capt., QM-Res.: “Pay should be retroactive 
to those enlisted who served as officers in 
World War II who are now in retired status 
as enlisted with over 20 years’ service.” , 

Col., Ord: “This bill creates ‘yes’ man attl 
tude among officers. Retires many valuable 
officers in their prime and makes the army 4 
very poor career job. It is poorly drawn by 
a board of very junior officers with no real 
peacetime experience.” 

Lt. Col., Inf.: “Bill would be partial t 
‘West Pointers.’ Recently integrated officers 
would suffer. Suggest: Better officer elimina- 
tion system and amend present system.” | 

Lt. Col., CE: “RA officers with over 10 years 
‘real’ Service should be given constructive 
credit to prevent being passed up by recent

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U. S. COAST GUARD 











EPRESENTATIVE Schuyler Otis 
Bland (D-Va.) defended the Coast 
Guard last week against criticisms voiced 
earlier by Chairman Gordon Canfield (R- 
N.J.), of the House Appropriations sub- 
committee for the Treasury Department. 
He asserted that, although the $79,- 
000,000 maximum recommended by the 
Committee for Coast Guard activities in 
fiscal 1948 is higher than appropriations 
required by the Coast Guard ten years 
ago, “we are. dealing with 1948 values 
and comparing them with those of 1938.” 
Portions of his remarks in the House, 
on 20 March, are quoted: 

“I agree wholeheartedly with the spirit 
of peacetime economy which must be adopted 
and do not now debate nor argue the merits 
of a greatly expanded Coast Guard. 

“However, I do wish to bring to the notice 
of the House the fact that it has not been 
any grandiose idea of this service to expand 
itself, but that its growth has been brought 
about by its wartime efficiency and the fact 
that it has so well performed many duties 
throughout the world that the Navy and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and other executive de- 
partments have required the Coast Guard to 
perform a multitude of tasks. Many of these 
responsibilities are of such a nature that 
were they performed by the Army, Navy, 
or other organization that organization would 
itself be required to purchase, build, develop, 
and equip facilities, and to train and educate 
personnel, For example, if our fleets need 
aids to navigation, are we going to require 
the Navy to duplicate the equipment and the 
service available from the Coast Guard? 

“Figures will prove that the limitations 
of funds appropriated for pay and allow- 
ances will not maintain 19,500 enlisted per- 
sonnel and a requisite proportion of com- 
missioned and warrant officers. The main- 
taining of such enlisted strength would, in 
fact, probably require the discharge of com- 
missioned officers for whom the Government 
has expended considerable sums in educa- 
tion. I do not say that no reduction should 
be made in commissioned officers, but I do 
not think that it was the intention of the 
committee that the hands of the Coast Guard 
should be tied in this manner, otherwise there 
would be a complete nullification of the flex- 
ibility which the committee claims for its 
allocation of funds under the different head- 
ings. Criticism is made of the number of 
officers and petty officers in the Coast Guard 
compared to the number of nonrated men. 
The Coast Guard has always had a large per- 
centage of ratings because the smal] floating 
units operated by the service require petty 
officers for the deck watches and petty offi- 
cers are the artificers that operate the ma- 
chinery. In other words, a small craft with 
eight or nine men will require ratings for 
practically the whole crew. If these men were 
on the larger units such a preponderance of 
ratings would not be had. It should be recalled 
that in order to enforce law, the man in 
charge of a boat or watch must be an officer 
of some category, either commissioned, war- 
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rant, or enlisted, The Coast Guard maintains 
over one thousand shore establishments, life- 
boat and light stations, which necessitate 
men trained for their specialty and rated for 
the responsibilities of their positions. These, 
too, are small groups of men and often the 
group is composed entirely of petty officers. 


“Deep-sea operations in which the Coast 
Guard is engaged are something for which 
this service may be proud. That these opera- 
tions are not due to any grandiose idea of 
this service, I quote from a recent letter 
published in the Washington Post of 11 March 
1947: 

“The report of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee on the Treasury-Post Office bill states: 
‘It was never the intention of Congress that 
the Coast Guard should become a ‘blue-water’ 





organization, extending its functions far be- 
yond the coasts of the continental United 
States.’ 

“On June 22, 1936, Congress passed and 
the President signed, the Act to define the 
jurisdiction of the Coast Guard. This act de- 
clares it to be the duty of the Coast Guard 
to enforce all laws of the United States on 
the high seas. The Pelagic Act (1912), the 
Northern Pacific Halibut Act (1932), the 
Whaling Treaty Act (1936), the Sponge Fish- 
ing Act (1914), the Migratory Bird Act (1918), 
the act to afford aid to distressed navigators 
(1837), the authority to remove derelicts and 
floating dangers to navigation (1906), the act 
charging the Coast Guard to extend medical 
and surgical aid to the crews of American 
vessels engaged in deep-sea fishing (38 Stat. 
387), the act implementing the Safety at Sea 
Convention of 1914 and establishing the In- 
ternational Service of Ice Observation and Ice 
Patrol, so as to avoid another Titanic dis- 
aster where a trans-Atlantic liner collided 
with an iceberg and many lives were lost 
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(49 Stat. 1922), are all acts of Congress ex- 
tending Coast Guard functions beyond the 
coasts of the continenta] United, States, most 
of them necessitating action far beyond those 
coasts. 


“I am certain that this service does not 
deserve such adverse comment as was gratui- 
tously and unwarrantedly heaped upon it 
by several of the members of the Subcom- 
mittee on Treasury and Post Office Appro- 
priations in justification of its reduction of 
appropriation and limiting of the scope of the 
service.”

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Helicopter Rescues Told 

The helicopter may replace the de- 
stroyer for “plane guard duty” with air- 
eraft carriers, according to a Navy air 
observer who watched a S-51 Sikorsky 
helicopter rescue six airmen from the 
water during recent Atlantic Fleet train- 
ing exercises. 

Lt. Joseph Rullo, who accompanied Mr. 
D. D. Viner, Sikorsky’s chief test pilot 
on the rescue flights and received joint 
credit for them, said in New York this 
week that the Navy intends to equip each 
of its carriers with a rescue helicopter 
as soon as possible, and thereby relieve 
destroyer “plane guards” for other duties. 

In the case of an “otherwise certain 
fatality” which the S-51 had averted, 
Lieutenant Rullo said he and Mr. Viner 
were trailing the carrier at 200 feet alti- 
tude and silghtly to the starboard side 
in order to stay clear of the landing pat- 
tern of the carrier’s planes when they saw 
one of them stall and start spinning to- 
ward the sea from low altitude. Mr. Viner, 
he said, had the helicopter “on its way to 
the crash before it actually happened.” 

Mr. Viner and Lieutenant Rullo flew 
from the carrier USS Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. In addition to its rescue work, Mr. 
Viner said, the helicopter made 121 plane 
guard flights, 123 carrier landings, and 
101 mail deliveries for the fleet, visiting a 
dozen vessels in 35 minutes—heretofore 
a dawn-to-dusk task for a destroyer.

Reenlistment Terms in Navy 

Men reenlisting in the Regular Navy 
for continuous service will, in the future, 
have the option of signing up for three, 
four, or six years. Two-year enlistments 
and reenlistments were cancelled by Al- 
nav 85. If they permit three months to 
elapse, they may enlist for four or six 
years. 


Marine Aviation Cut 

Budgetary limitations require that 7,- 
500 enlisted men on duty in Marine Corps 
aviation be transferred to general duty 
or discharded prior to 30 June, according 
to AlMar 29. If sufficient applications are 
not received by 15 April, Headquarters 
will assign quotas of forced attrition to 
major commands. 
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Launch Cruiser Salem 

The USS Salem, third of the Navy’s 
17,000-ton heavy cruisers mounting the 
new 8”/50-caliber rapid-firing guns, was 
launched last week at the Quincy, Mass., 
yard of the Bethlehem Steel Company. 

The new eight-inch turrets, installed on 
the Des Moines, Newport News, and 
Salem, will fire at battle ranges approx- 
imately four times faster than any gun 
of the same or larger caliber. 

Automatic from ammunition handling 
rooms to gun muzzles, the new eight-inch 
batteries eject cartridge cases from the 
mounts, powder bags having been aban- 
doned in favor of cartridge cases to 
achieve the desired high rate of fire. The 
difficult job of gun turret ammunition- 
handler has been eliminated. 

The principle of automatic fire has also 
been applied to a six-inch, dual-purpose 
gun, and a new 3”/50-caliber anti-aircraft 
weapon, the Navy said. The rate of fire 
of the new six-inch gun, the first rapid- 
fire anti-aircraft mount of its caliber, has 
exceeded by a wide margin its original 
design specifications. 

Both the eight-inch and six-inch mounts 
feature automatic fuze-setting while the 
projectile is in the slide, insuring a small, 
uniform dead-time for fuzes. Fuzes can 
be set in split-second time before the 
shells are rammed into the breech. 

The cruisers Des Moines, Newport News 
and Salem mount nine of the 8” /50 guns, 
and the six-inch gun (caliber not an- 
nounced) will be mounted in twin turrets, 
three forward and three aft, in a new 
light cruiser class, of which the USS 
Worcester and USS Roanoke are now 
under construction. 

The new 3”/50 gun mount has an auto- 
matic loader which doubles the rate of 
fire over the three-inch gun used during 
World War II. It will throw a heavier, 
faster, VT-fuzed stream of fire into air- 
craft and missiles, and will replace the 
40-millimeter gun as the Navy’s chief, 
smaller anti-aircraft weapon. 

The Salem, like the Newport News, will 
have living and berthing spaces air-con- 
ditioned. Her keel was laid 4 July 1945. 


Navy Pay System Praised 

The Comptroller General praised the 
Navy’s new pay system in his 1946 an- 
nual report in which he said, “The Navy 
pay system of utilizing individual pay 
records for all naval personnel... has 
proved to be practical and far superior 
to the pay system formerly employed.”

Comments on Navy Bill 

The following comments on the Navy 
Department's proposed promotion Dill 
have been received by the ARMy AND 
NAVY JOURNAL: 

Lieutenant, USN: “I favor the bill as 
drafted. I believe the term ‘Limited Duty 
Officer’ should be replaced with the term 
‘Rank in Corps’ and the ‘Corps’ Insignia 
be worn instead of the Line Star.” 

Lieutenant, USNR: “I favor the Dill 
as drafted.” 

Lieutenant, USN: “I favor the bill as 
drafted. However page 719 Column 2 in- 
dicates that officers eligible for limited 
duty classification must have ten years 
minimum enlisted service. This would 
discriminate against warrant officers and 
officers that made warrant officer from 
enlisted status, by an examination at 
their own initiative, with less than ten 
years enlisted service but with more than 
ten years total service. 

“Example—a person enlisted in the 
Navy in 1932, made warrant in 1941 
(permanent or temporary) made Ensign 
or chief warrant in 1942 (temporary) at 
present. Total enlisted service nine years, 
total service fifteen years; would this 
person be eligible under the law for 
limited duty classification?” 

Comdr. USN (EDO): “It is not clear 
to several officers at this station who 
have been transferred to the Regular 
Navy whether the total service shown 
for each rank is a requirement for pro- 
motion. If this total service is required 
for promotion rather than a_ specified 
period of service in each rank, it will 
seriously penalize all officers transferring 
from the Naval Reserve to the Regular 
Navy:” 

Lt. Comdr. USN: “I favor the bill as 
drafted. Especially pleased with part re 
taining Lt. Comdrs. for 20 years. From 
discussion with older officers a lot of 
good officers were forcibly separated 
under old bill who could have been used 
to advantage till retirement age was 
reached. This gives much more security 
to officers. After 8-12 years service being 
put out is quite a blow.” 

Comdr., USN: “I favor the bill as 
drafted. Believe the rank of commodore 
should be made permanent.” 

Lt. Comdr., USN: I favor the bill as 
drafted.” 
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OLLOWING is a continuation from 

last week’s ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of the text of the Navy Department’s pro- 
posed “Navy and Marine Corps Officers’ 
Promotion Act of 1947.” 

Title I, published in THE ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of 15 March, treated of 
the permanent provisions relating to offi- 
cers of the Line. Title II, published last 
week, covered the permanent provisions 
relating to officers of the Staff Corps. 

The following begins publication of 
Title III, treating of the terminable pro- 
visions of temporary rank relating to all 
officers of the Navy on active duty. Pub- 
lication of the text will be continued in 
next week’s ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 


TEMPORARY STATUS OF TITLE Ill 

Sec. 301. The authority granted by this title 
and all provisions hereof shall be terminated 
when the President shal] determine that the 
number of officers holding permanent ap- 
pointments on the active list of the line of 
the Regular Navy is equal to % per centum 
of the number of such officers authorized by 
law or on January 1, 1957, whichever shall 
occur the earlier. 

DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 302, (a) As used in this title, the words 
“temporarily appointed” shall be interpreted 
to mean also “temporarily promoted’; the 
word “officers” shall, unless otherwise quali- 
fied, be interpreted to mean al] officers of the 
grade of ensign and above on active duty in 
the Navy, exclusive of officers on the retired 
list, exclusive of officers of the Naval Reserve 
assigned to active duty for training, and 
exclusive of officers of the Naval Reserve or- 
dered to active duty in connection with or- 
ganizing, administering, recruiting, instruct- 
ing, training, and drilling the Naval Reserve, 
or ordered to temporary active duty for the 
purpose of prosecuting special work; the 
words “not restricted in the performance of 
duty” shall be interpreted to mean officers 
not designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, special duty, or 
limited duty, or officers of the Marine Corps 
not designated for supply duty or limited 
duty; the words “line officers” shall, unless 
otherwise qualified, be interpreted to include 
officers of the line designated for engineer- 
ing duty, aeronautical engineering duty, spe- 
cial duty, and limited duty; and the words 
“staff officers” shall, unless otherwise quail- 
fied, be interpreted to mean all officers of all 
staff corps, including officers in each such 
corps designated for limited duty 
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Navy Department’s Proposed Law 


(b) As used in this title, military titles 
shall be held to describe an officer or officers, 
as the case may be, serving in the grade con- 
cerned. An officer holding a permanent ap- 
pointment in one grade and a temporary ap- 
pointment in a higher grade shall, for this 
purpose, be held to serving in the higher 
grade: Provided, T an officer serving un- 
der a temporary appointment, including a tem- 
porary appointment under section 413 or sec- 
tion 415 of this Act, in a grade to which ap- 

, pointed for a period of limited duration shall, 
for purposes of eligibility for selection, pro- 
motion, and involuntary retirement, be deemed 
to be serving in the grade he would hold 
were he not serving under such appoint- 
ment, 

(c) The following personne] may be tempo- 
rarily appointed to grades in the Regular Navy 
or Marine Corps, including the grades of war- 
rant officer and commissioned warrant officer, 
not above lieutenant in the Navy and cap- 
tain in the Marine Corps: 

(1) Commissioned warrant officers of the 
Regular Navy and Marine Corps. 

(2) Warrant officers of the Regular Navy 
and Marine Corps. 

(3) First-class petty officers and above in 
the Regular Navy and staff sergeants and 
above in the Regular Marine Corps. 

(d) Officers on the active list of the Reg- 
ular Navy or Marine Corps in commissioned 
grades, including those appointed under the 

uthority of subsection (c) of this section, 

nay be temporarily appointed to higher 
grades in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps. 

(e) The permanent, probationary, or acting 
appointments of those persons temporarily ap- 
pointed in accordance with the provisions of 
this title shall not be vacated by reason of 
such temporary appointments, such persons 
shal] not be prejudiced thereby in regard to 
promotion, advancement, or appointment in 
accordance with laws relating to the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps, and their rights, bene- 
fits, privileges, and gratuities shall not be lost 
or abridged in any respect whatever by their 
acceptance of commissions or warrants here- 
under: Provided, That, except as otherwise 
provided herein, no person who shall accept 
a temporary appointment under the provisions 
of this title shall, while serving thereunder, 
be entitled to pay or allowances except as 
provided by law for the position temporar- 
ily occupied: And provided further, That no 
person temporarily appointed under the au- 
thority of subsection (c) of this section shall 
suffer any reduction in pay and allowances 
to which he was entitled by virtue of his 
permanent status at the time of such tem- 
porary appointment nor shall he suffer any 
reduction in pay and allowances to which 
he was entitled under a prior temporary ap- 
pointment in a lower grade. 

(f) Enlisted men shall, upon being initially 
appointed as provided by this section, be paid 
the sum of $250 as a uniform gratuity. 

(g) The temporary appointments under the 
authority of subsection (c) of this section 
shall be in such numbers as the President 
may determine that the needs of the service 
require but not to exceed, in each case, the 
difference between the actual number of of- 
ficers in the line and in each staff corps hold- 
ing permanent appointments on the active 
list of the Regular Navy and the authorized 
number of such officers, 

(h) The provisions of this section shall 
apply to personnel of the Naval Reserve (ex- 
cept the Fleet Reserve) and the Marine Corps 
Reserve (except the Fleet Marine Corps Re- 
serve), when on active duty, in lite manner 
and to the same extent and with the same 
relative conditions in all respects as are pro- 
vided for personnel of the Regular Navy and 
Marine Corps, but this shall not be con- 
strued to authorize the temporary appoint- 
ment of the personnel thereof to grades in 
the Regular Navy or Marine Corps. 

(i) In the initial establishmeent of lineal 
lists and in the making of initial computa- 
tions to determine the authorized number of 
officers in the various grades under the provi- 
sions of this title there shall be excluded from 
such lists and computations such officers of 
the Naval Reserve who at the time of such 
establishment or computation are under or- 
ders directing their release from active duty. 

(j) Effective from the date of approval of 
this Act, no additonal temporary appoint- 
ments shall be effected pursuant to author- 
ity contained in the Act approved July 24, 
1941 (55 Stat. 603), as amended, by reason of 
a state of war or national emergency existing 
on the date of approval of this Act. 

DISTRIBUTION OF OFFICERS 

Sec. 303. (a) The total number of line offi- 
cers serving on active duty at any one time, 
exclusive of officers carried by law as addi- 
tional numbers in grade but including retired 
personnel on active duty in the grades of en-

= is all the more necessary that in line with our urgent security needs at home and 
abroad, our material requirements be filled in order that our armament shall be 
kept up to date. The Truman policy connotes in connection with its enforcement, that 
‘we shall be strong and prepared to serve in an emergency as the Arsenal of Democ- 
racy. We are pledged by the President to furnish military supplies to Greece and 
Turkey, and if Russia should persist in her expansion activities, we would be forced 
to make provision for Britain, and other peoples who would fight with us. Doubtless 
we would have little difficulty in forming German and Japanese Armies, and they 
would have to be equipped with our weapons in order that the manufacturing ad- 
vantages of standardization could be gained. It is true we have large stock piles 
available, but so many improvements have occurred even since the end of the war, 
that they have lost some of their value. The tremendous importance of keeping up 
to date in weapons is so obvious as hardly to need comment. Yet we deem it necessary 
to stress this fact in view of statements made this week by General of the Army 
Disenhower, Chief of Staff, and Maj. Gen. Oliver P. Echols, USA-Ret., former Assist- 
ant Chief of Air Staff. General Eisenhower declared before the National Press Club 
that “we must at all times have an Air Force—and a decent Air Force—in being.” 
General Echols pointed out that the President’s Air Coordinating Committee esti- 
mated that 5,789 combat airplanes would be required to keep our country “ready at 
all times to cooperate in the maintenance of world peace.” Since that estimate, the 
;Truman doctrine was announced, which requires additional planes and other equip- 
‘ment. In the light of these facts it is disturbing to learn from General Echols that 
‘our plane production in 1946 was only 1,330. What is true of planes is true of other 
‘armaments, sea, land and air. Defense minded as the country is, we are confident 
Congress will not fail to provide the funds necessary to assure us ample and effective 
defense. 


ECAUSD of the possibility that enactment of the War Department’s proposed bill 
for procurement, promotion, and elimination of Regular Army officers might per- 
manently bar some of them from promotion, the Secretary of War should recommend 
to the President that the 717 regular lieutenant colonels now legally entitled to pro- 
motion be nominated without further delay as colonels in the Regular Army. More 
than 300 of the senior officers in this group have been entitled to their promotions for 
more than a year. On 4-Feb. 1946 President Truman sent their nominations to the 
Senate which on 6 Feb. 1946 voted their confirmation. A week later when it was 
called to the attention of the Senate Military Affairs Committee that one of the num- 
ber was then under court martial charges the Chairman, Senator Thomas of Utah, 
asked for reconsideration and had the list recommitted to the Committee where the 
nominations died with the adjournment of the 79th Congress. The War Department 
then tentatively decided that it would not again recommend the nominations, but that 
it would hold the vacancies with a view to filling them by selection after the new 
promotion bill had been approved. However, a legal decision held that the senior lieu- 
tenant colonels of the Regular Army were entitled to their nomination for promotion 
under existing law. The Senate would be free to withhold confirmation of any whom 
it did not believe to be deserving. The SOth Congress is now nearly three months old, 
and while thousands of nominations in lower grades have been sent to the Senate, 
none of the 717 lieutenant colonels,entitled to promotion has been nominated. The 
Department ascribes the delay to the clerical work involved in meneting the requirement 
of the Senate Committee on Armed Services committee that 25 copies of the record 
of each officer accompany the nominations. Those familiar with Service legislation 
are of the opinion that if the nominations be not acted upon by the Senate before 
the enactment of the new law those officers who have earned their promotions under 
existing law will lose their right therefor. The way the bill is now drafted the old 
promotion system continues in effect until 31 Dec. 1947 for promotion to the grades 
of first lieutenant, captain, major, and lieutenant colonel, but the new method of 
selection to colonel and to general officer grades becomes effective immediately upon 
passage of the Act. Thus should the 717 officers now entitled to promotion not be con- 
firmed before the proposed bill becomes law they will be forced to stand selection in 
competition with their juniors who served in temporary general officer rank during 
‘the war. In light of the fact that the new bill will authorize nearly 4,000 colonels as 
against the present strength of about 690 there will be plenty of room to promote those 
now entitled and also to take care of the former generals. Phere should be prompt 
departmental action in justice to the deserving officers on the list.

Fortunately, these fallacies in concept 
were recognized and were rectified in the 


| employment of “Tactical Air Power” in 


the Buropean campaigns that followed. 

The refinement and perfection of the 
Air-Ground team reached its zenith in the 
Burepean theatre of operation. The Air- 
Ground ‘team truly became one of the 
most formidable combinations of forces on 
the ‘field of battle. The final victory, in 
itself, is sufficient evidence that our 
tenets of “Tactical Air Power” were su- 
perior to those of our adversary. This 
does ‘not ‘imply 'that our concepts were in- 
fallitie. Tf the German’s scheme of em- 
ployment ‘had been as effective as ours, 
serious defects in our doctrine may have 
been readily evident. It is exceedingly dif- 
ficult to objectively analyze the errors 
committed by the victor; on the other 
hand, errors committed by the “van- 
quished are readily evident when exposed 
to a thorough examination.

Power” and the relationship of the Air- 
Ground team as evidenced at the cessation 
of hostilities, as a point of departure for 
future cogitation. With these fundamen- 
tals as a generating force, we have under 
consideration some yery nebulous ideas 
on what our future concept should be. 
It is axiomatic that domination of the 
air is prerequisite to a major campaign. 
As a matter of fact, this principle is valid 
regardless of whether the weapon be a 
remotely controlled missile or a conven- 
tional controlled aircraft. Security from 
missiles launched through the medium of 
the air must be achieved to permit the 
ground forces to maneuver and prosecute 
the campaign with a minimum of inter- 
ference. This is exceedingly important 
in that it permits the most advantageous 
location of supply depots and dumps, the 
movement of troops from one sector to an- 
other, and the concentration of forces 
without fear of observation and sus- 
tained attacks. Air domination must be 
secured and retained. 

The inherent ability of “Tactical Air 
Power” as a decisive force in a strangu- 
lation campaign is evidenced by the com- 
plete disruption of the lines of communi- 
cation in greater Germany. We readily 
submit that this doctrine of employment 
provides the greatest opportunity to capi- 
talize on our potentialities. The past con- 
flict has only superficially indicated the 
full import of this type of employment. 
We believe the major role of “Tactical 
Air Power” in the future may be the 
prevention of a hostile ground force from 
engaging in battle. This is believed de- 
sirable for the following reasons: 

1. If the ground campaign can be de- 
layed or prevented, the strategic effort 
will have additional time to destroy the 
morale, industrial, and physical facilities 
essential to the hostile power. 

2. It is far more efficient and economical 
to paralyze the means of communication, 
the sources of supply, and the ability to 
reinforce than to engage in a _ long, 





drawn-out costly ground campaign. If the 
methods and means of waging conflict can 
be seriously compromised, it is relatively 
unimportant and pnnecessary to physi 
cally destroy the adversary. 

3. A ground campaign is costly in per- 
sonnel, national resources and material. 
It is of necessity the last resort in sub- 
duing the will of an adversary. Thus, 
the final objective is to subdue the will 
of the adversary with a minimum of ex- 
penditure in personnel and equipment and 
if possible prior to the time our armies 
collide. 

The third portion of the concept of 
“Tactical Air Power” is that involving 
the direct support of ground forces on the 
field of battle. If the ground armies have 
become engaged, “Tactical Air Power’ in 
conjunction with “Strategic Air Power” 
will be concentrated in force to effect a 
decision. If those portions of our concept 
ag enumerated above, have been vigorous 
ly and effectively pursued, direct support 
on the field of battle may constitute a 
small portion of the total effort. The fact 
that “Tactical Air Power’ has not per- 
formed its function in a convincing 
manner may be evidenced by request for 
direct support. 

In peacetime, we must constantly be 
alert and mentally aggressive and aiter 
our concepts in a manner that will per- 
mit the full exploitation of new weapons 
developed. Without a progressive and 
vigorous examination of our doctrines, 
mental and physical stagnation is inev- 
itable.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—It became clear this week that the United States has definitely 
determined to reduce its occupying forces in Purope and Japan even though such action 
be exclusive. General of the Army MacArthur in urging an early treaty of peace wigh 
Japan, specifically proposed in connection therewith, the end of military occupation. 
General of the Army Marshall is insisting as Secretary of State at Moscow that the 
Powers reduce their troops in Germany, and to show our good faith, the War Depart- 
ment is contemplating an unilateral cut in our force in that country to approximately 
100,000 officers and men. This means that something like 50,000 troops will be return- 
ing home probably by 1 July. It will be recalled that a year ago Mr. Byrnes, when 
Secretary of State, proposed that the Allied forces whittle down their garrisons, the 
Russians to 200,000, Great Britain and the United States each to 140,000 and France 
to 70,000. At the Moscow conference, General Marshall fixed smaller numiers for each 
Nation, and as a result of his further investigation it was decided that whatever 
Russia and Great Britain may decide, we will make a substantial reduction. The wis- 
dom of this decision is apparent. Should war be precipitated with Russia, as a result 
of our activation of the world-wide policy against communistic expansion pronounced 
by President Truman, the three Soviet Armies available for action would destroy 
our troops and we would suffer unnecessary losses. An advantage arising from our 
proposed withdrawal would be to reassure the Germans that we were firm in our 
intention of leaving them in independence, which, as the Russians suspect, would cause 
that race to join with us in opposing them. This likewise would be true of the Japanese. 

Generalissimo Stalin is continuing silence on the Truman policy, obviously wait- 
ing for the decision of Congress thereon. There is no doubt that the appropriation 
of $400 millions the President requested for Greece and Turkey will be forthcoming, 
but limitations upon the employment of the money are certain. Apparently, this ap- 
propriation will be preliminary to others to be requested, since Acting Secretary of 
State Acheson confirmed before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, the gen- 
eral supposition that our extra-budgetary expenditures for the democratization and aid 
of impoverished foreign countries will go well beyond the present estimate. He said 
that Congr might expect somewhat similar recommendations in behalf of southern 
Korea, volunfeering that this stems from Soviet refusal to assist in either the political 
or economic reunion of the two zones in that country. 

Approximately 62 per cent of the proposed American contribution of $400,000,000 
toward Greek-Turkish economy and stabilization would be expended for military pur- 
poses, the House Foreign Affairs Committee was informed by William L. Clayton, 
Under Secretary for Economic Affairs. All of the $100 millions ticketed for Turkey 
would go for that purpose, and half of the $300 millions ticketed for Greece. Of the 
remaining $150 millions intended for Greek support, he estimated, $80 millions would 
go toward restoration of railroads and highways destroyed-by the retreating Germans 
and necessary for any rehabilitation, $50 millions would be set aside for foreign ex- 
change stabilization (the recent conversion of old drachmae to new on the basis of 
50 billion to one is suggestive), and $20 million for agricultural needs, including im- 
portation of livestock. If this seems to ignore the immediate food needs of Greece, it 
must be remembered that $50 million of the $350 million post-UNRRA fund, wholly 
distinct from the contribution under discussion, is destined for Greece. It is necessary 
to note that the monies devised for military phases of relief to Greece and Turkey are 
largely for military equipment. Assurance was given to the Congress that no American 
troops have been asked for, that no such aid is regarded by the United States as 
necessary, and that none is intended by us. To these declarations by Mr. Clayton and 
by Acting Secretary Dean Acheson were added those of Secretary of War Patterson 
that U. S. Army personnel to be sent would be from 10 to 40 officers only, and of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Forrestal that perhaps four naval officers and a score of enlisted 
men would be sent, in both cases for staff purposes, The statements correspond exactly 
with initial declaration of this country’s intentions, which are to enable the two 
Middle East nations to rebuild their shattered economies (in the case of Greece) and 
te regain that posture of self-defense which is necessary for the resistance of aggres- 
sion and the maintenance of national integrity as an aspect of world security. 

Apart from the step taken toward lightening the occupation burden imposed on 
Germany, and to that extent making possible the economic betterment which appar- 
ently Russia now desires for Russian profit, Secretary Marshall this week offered 
several additional concepts for the proposed treaty: (1) inclusion in German state 
and federal constitutions of clauses providing freedom from search and seizure (ap- 
parently pointed toward non-repetition of such affairs as the arrest of Bela Kovacs, 
the Hungarian opponent of Communism, as a “spy”) and (2) promise of political 
parties’ freedom to elect their own leaders (which suggests both the Kovacs’ case 
and that of the Russian-trained Tito who was imposed on Yugoslavia). The Ameri- 
ean desire is for constitutional promises of freedom of religion and of trade union 
membership, whose pertinence is equally clear. Fundamental, however, is Secretary 
Marshall’s renewed recommendation that the peace treaty be drafted by a conference 
in which all nations which fought Germany shall be represented, plus his new sug- 
gestion that German acceptance of the treaty be by popular vote, making the people 
themselves aware of treaty obligations. 

The American delegate has taken the lead in giving an accurate statement of 
German assets which we have taken over. It provides impressive verification of the 
general statement made at the outset in answer to Moscow’s fantastic estimate of 
$10 billions seized by the United States and Great Britain. Secretary Marshall’s esti- 
mate is “Iess than $275,000,000,” of which a large part is “external assets” to be col- 
lected rather than already collected, in contrast with the Russian technique of col- 
lecting first; this major item is estimated at between $150 and $250 millions. Indus- 
trial equipment is figured at only $66,000; German shipping at $5,000,000; rocket 
and other weapons manufacturing equipment at $10,000,000; gold at zero (it is held 
in escrow) and current production at zero. Our dollar contributions.to German relief, 
in other words, have far exceeded our total exactions from Germany, and will’ so 
continue, under the bi-zonal agreement. 

Former President Hoover’s third economic report, issued within the week, is of 
special interest alongside Secretary Marshall’s vigorous warning against the error 
of seeking excessive reparations from Germany. After World War I heavy reparations 
were sought, even through permission of a vast revival of industry which led to Ger- 
many’s swift regaining of its war potential, without yielding reparations. Mr. Hoover 
called, however, for an early restoration of German industry as a means of terminating 
pauperism. “Two score intelligent men,” he remarked, could guard against Germany 
making or storing of war materiel, but a “pastoral state” could be provided only 




















by ejecting from Germany 25 millions of its present 70 million inhabitants—owing 
to loss of 25 per cent of Germany’s food productive power through the Russian, Polish 
and French annexations. The issue is becoming more intelligible, as the undesirability 
of the “pastoral state” becomes apparent to more and more observers, and as the 
peril of uncontrolled industrialism, for the sole sake of early reparations is pointed 
out in General Marshall’s persuasive discussion. The issues on the political structure 
of a future Germany have been made less troublesome by reason of Mr. Molotoy’s 
surprising suggestion of the Weimar republic as a pattern. The weaknesses of Weimar, 
which permitted Hitler’s access to power, are notorious. Its merits were considerable, 
however, and the Soviet suggestion is not discouraging. 

The fact that the Moscow conference is continuing with the Russians making 
concessions “in principle,” coupled with the Soviet declaration to turn over the port 
of Dairen to China, is lending encouragement to the belief that the strong policy laid 
down by President Truman will deter further communistic expansion. Whatever 
doubts a portion of our population may have regarding our assumption of world 
responsibilities which that policy obligates us to do, no one questions that the nation 
is anti-communistic. Adding to this feeling are the revelations made before the House 
Committee on Un-American activities. Testifying before that committee this week, 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, described the 
Communists’ “Fifth Column” in the United States, is better organized than was that 
of the Nazis in the several countries of Europe just before the war. “They are seeking 
to weaken America,” he testified. “Their goal is to overthrow the Government.” Never- 
theless, he opposed the proposal for laws making the Communist Party itself illegal, 
his fear being that such laws would not meet the test of constitutionality, and his 
certainty that hardly a tenth of the Communists are enrolled as party members. 


Regular Retirements—Considerable confusion has resulted following publica- 
tion of the revised portions of the Army’s bill for the retirement of officers of the 
Regular Army with the highest temporary rank held during war and with pay 
based on that rank. Particularly desired by many is a correct interpretation of 
whether or not the measure will apply to those who served in World War I at ad- 
vanced rank, were subsequently retired and then returned to active duty and held 
advanced rank in World War II. The terms of the bill will apply to such officers, the 
War Department states. However, the War Department does not intend that the 
proposed bill be interpreted so as to apply to those who held advanced, rank in 
World War I but did not serve in World War II. Neither does the Department in- 
tend that the bill apply to retired officers of the Army now drawing pay of lower 
permanent.rank but holding higher advanced rank under World War I Act or re- 
tired enlisted personnel who served as commissioned officers in World War I and 
are now drawing retired warrant officer pay but holding commissioned rank under 
World War I Act. There is a possibility, however, that Congress may broaden it to 
include all personnel who served their country in higher grades. 


Lend-Lease Warships—Of a total of 4,802 Naval ships and small craft loaned 
Allied nations under provisions of the Lend-Lease Act of 1941, 2,216 have been re 
turned, 643 were lost during World War II, and 1,943 are yet to be returned, ac- 
cording to official figures announced yesterday by the Navy Department. 

The United States retains title to the 1,943 craft still held by Allied powers under 
agreements providing for their return prior to termination of World War II. Return 
of the craft is to be effected at a time and place mutually agreed upon, the Navy said. 

More than 3,000 of the total were landing craft and miscellaneous small boats, 
principally of the LCM(3) and LOVP type. Of small craft, the most numerous types 
loaned Allies were motor minesweepers (YMS) and sub chasers of the PC and SO 
classes. LST’s were also lend-leased in quantity. 

Great Britain was the only nation receiving major combatant types. These in- 
cluded 37 escort carriers (CVE), 78 destroyer escorts (DE), and 9 submarines. Great 
Britain also received 22 large mine sweepers (AM), and Russia 34 of the same class. 
Great Britain was leased 3,663 craft, of which 2,207 have been returned arid 635 lost. 
Russia received 580 vessels and has returned all but three, which were lost during 
the war. France, with 247 ships, was the only other nation which received over 100 
vessels from the U. S. through Lend-Lease, 

Aid was also extended to China, Brazil, Greece, The Netherlands, Colombia, 
Peru, Cuba, Chile, Yugoslavia, Norway, Mexico, Venezuela, Paraguay, Uruguay, the 
Dominican Republic, Panama, and Haiti. 


Medicine and Atomic Warfare—The medical aspects of atomic warfare will be 
discussed by Captain R. Harold Draeger, (MC), USN, and Dr. Shields Warren who 
will be guest speakers at a lecture to be held on Thursday, 27 March, at 8:15 P.M. 
in the auditorium of the National Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. This will be 
the seventh in a series of such lectures sponsored by the Naval Medical School. The 
title of the lecture to be given by Captain Draeger and Dr. Warren will be, “Medicine 
at the Crossroads.” 

Captain Draeger, who served as Officer in Charge of the Naval Medical Re 
search Section of Operation Crossroads directing all animal and biological observa- 
tion, is now Officer in Charge of the Atomic Energy Medical Group at the Naval 
Medical Research Institute at Bethesda,,.Md. Dr. Warren, a former Captain in 
the Naval Medical Reserve Corps, served as executive officer of the Naval Medical 
Research Section at the Bikini tests and is now professor of pathology at Harvard 
University Medical School. 

Officers of the Army and Navy Medical Corps, Public Health, Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration and civilian doctors of the District of Columbia and Montgomery County 
are invited to attend this lecture after which refreshments will be served with the 
Medical Department Officers of the Center acting as hosts. 


Army Reserve—Consolidation of the Organized Reserve Corps and the National 
Guard into a single National Reserve was proposed at Indianapolis, Ind., 23 March 
at a special meeting of the State Council of the Department of Indiana Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States. The State Council endorsed a suggestion 
for consolidation by Lt. Col. H. N. Willoughby, Department President. The idea of 
consolidating all civilian components of the Army into a single organization has 
been supported for years by many responsible persons, Colonel Willoughby said. He 
charged that the reason such a consolidation has not been consummated before is 
that “the program has been considered too hot politically, since it would affect too 
many persons in political and semi-political positions, both nationally and particu- 
larly within the various states.” 

Headquarters, Military District of Washington, has announced the appointment 
of commanding officers for two newly activated Engineer Reserve Combat Bat- 
talions, the 2832d and 1258th, and an Engineer Reserve Combat Group to be acti- 
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vated in the near future. Col. John H. Donoghue has been appointed to command 
the Engineer Reserve Combat Group which, when activated, will be in command of 
all Engineer Reserve units in the District of Columbia. Named to command the 
£832d Battalion is Lt. Col. James W. Hudson. Lt. Col. Markley Shaw was selected 
to command the 1258th Battalion. 


Potential Leaders School—Brig. Gen. E. J. Dawley, Commanding General of the 
Replacement Training Center, Ft. Bragg, N. C., has announced plans for a “Potential 
Leaders” School to begin at Fort Bragg on 14 April. The Potential Leaders School 
will be the outstanding feature of a high standard training program producing able 
leadership for the combat arms. 

Lt. Col. John C. Troutman, Infantry, Regular Army, of Anderson, S. C., has 
been selected to command the new school. Lt. Col. Troutman, formerly Assistant 
Plans and Training Officer of the Replacement Training Center is a veteran of a 
number of campaigns in the European and Pacific Theaters. The executive Officer 
will be Maj. Evander F. Kelly, FA. Formerly Headquarters Commandant, Replace- 
ment Training Center, Major Kelly is a veteran of several European Campaigns. 


Marine Corps—Effective 1 April, personnel at all posts and stations are considered 
to be armed for purposes of qualification and requalification firing for extra compen- 
sation as follows: 

First three pay grades—carbine; fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh pay grades— 
rifle. 

Fleet Marine Force units and those ship detachments having tables of organiza- 
tions in which weapons are prescribed are not affected by this order, contained in 
AlMar 33. Extra compensation being paid to personnel at posts and stations for quali- 
fication prior to 1 April with a weapon other than carbine and rifle is not affected. 


Chemical Corps—Students of the Chemical Corps School and troops of the Army 
Chemical Center. Edgewood Arsenal, Md., embarked at the Arsenal on 22 March, 
for transportation by water to Little Greek, Va., for amphibious training at the Am- 
phibious Training Base, Atlantic Fleet, commanded by Rear Adm. Roy Kirkland, 
USN. Troops, students and vehicles left Edgewood Arsenal’s Bush River Dock by 
LCTs for transfer to the USS Oginawa which was anchored in Chesapeake Bay. 
Troops and students debarked at Little Creek, Va., on 23 March and immediately 
began amphibious training under the supervision of the Troop Training Unit com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. Silverthorne, USMC. Upon completion of amphibious train- 
ing at Little Creek, troops and students will proceed by motor to A. P. Hill Mili- 
tary Reservation for familiarization firing of weapons, returning to Edgewood Arsenal 
about 4 April. 

Brig. Gen. E. F. Bullene, Chemical Corps, commands the Chemical Center at 
Edgewood Arsenal, Md. Col. William Hones, Inf., AGF liaison officer at the Chemical 
Corps School, commands the troop and student detachments. 


Signal Corps — Col. Gordon C. Irwin, Commanding Officer, Army Electronics 
Standards Agency, Fort Monmouth, N. J. since its authorization in 1943, has re- 
tired from active duty. He was succeeded by Col. Hugh Mitchell, formerly Deputy 
Commander for Training at Fort Monmouth. 

As Commanding Officer, Army Electronics Standards Agency, Col. Irwin was 
directly responsible for the standardization of parts and materials used in elec- 
tronic and communications equipment, and for the coordination of this program 
with the Navy, Canada and Great Britain.

Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—A study is being made by the Bureau of Sup-* 
plies and Accounts of criteria for designation of functional specialists, These criteria 
will be subject to change based upon future performance reports of specialist officers 
and service needs. It is hoped that a general policy may be formulated to meet the 
needs of the Supply Corps in peacetime with sufficient flexibility for wartime expan- 
sion.

When established the policy will include current criteria for designation in 
the several functional syecialties and an orderly system for annual notification to 
the field of additional specialists (by rank) desired and selection from requests of 
officers who meet the basic criteria requirements,

(e) The total number of ,officers desig- 
nated for special duty, in the combined 
grades of captain, commander, and lieutenant 
commander, shall not exceed at any one time 
a number equal to 5 per centum of the total 
number of line officers, not restricted in» the 
performance of duty, authorized in those 
grades at that time. 

(f) Officers of the Staff Corps of the Navy 
shall be distributed in the various grades in 
each staff corps in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this title: Provided, That the num- 
ber of rear admirals in the Medical Corps, 
Supply Corps, and Civil Engineer Corps, re- 
spectively, exclusive of any such rear ad- 
miral serving as a chief of bureau, shall not 
exceed in each corps five-tenths of 1 per 
centum of the officers in that corps serving 
on active duty at any one time: Provided 
further, That such a rear admiral serving as 
a chief of bureau shall upon termination of 
his tenure as chief of bureau be carried in 
excess until the next vacancy occurs in the 
grade of rear admiral in the corps concerned ; 
And provided further, That there may be not 
to exceed one rear admiral in the Dental 
Corps. 

(zg) To determine the authorized number 
of line officers in each of the various grades 
above lieutenant (junior grade), and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, as provided in this section, com- 
putations shall be made by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of January 1 of each year, and 
the resulting number in each of such various 
grades, and in the combined grades of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) and ensign, as so com- 
puted, shall be held and considered for all 
purposes as the authorized number of offi- 
cers in each of such various grades and in 
the combined grades of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and ensign, and shall not be varied 
between such computations: Provided, That 
to determine the authorized number of line 
officers designated for limited duty in each 
of the various grades above lieutenant (jun- 
ior grade), and in the combined grades of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) and ensign, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, as of January 1 of each year, 
shall compute the maximum number of such 
officers which may serve in each of such vari- 
ous grades, and in the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, as pro- 
vided in subsection (a) of this section, and 
shall determine the number of such officers 
in each of such various grades, and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, not to exceed such maximum num- 
ber, required to meet the needs of the service 
during the ensuing year, and the resulting 
number in each of such various grades, and 
in the combined grades of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and ensign, as so determined, shall 
be held and considéred for all purposes as 
the authorized number of such officers in each 
of such various grades, and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, and shall not be varied between such de- 
terminations: And provided further, That 
notwithstanding the provisions of this sub- 
section relating to the authorized number of 
officers in grade, in order to make adjust- 
ments for the number of officers originally 
appointed each year in any grade pursuant 
to this Act or to other provisions of law, the 
authorized number of officers in each grade 
concerned may be temporarily exceeded by 
such number of original appointments in such 
grade until the next succeeding annual com- 
putation authorized by this subsection shall 
be made. 

(h) To determine the authorized number 
of staff officers in the grade of rear admiral 
in the Medical Corps, Supply Corps, and Civil 
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Engineer Corps, respectively, as provided in 
this section, computations shall be made by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of January 1 
of each year, and the resulting number in the 
grade of rear admiral in each such corps as 
so computed shall be held and considered for 
all purposes as the authorized number of of- 
ficers in the grade of rear admiral in each 
such corps and shall not be varied between 
such computations. 

(i) Officers holding permanent appointments 
in the Regular Navy and Marine Corps tem- 
porarily appointed to higher grades under 
the authority of this title shall, for the pur- 
poses of titles I and II of this Act, be counted 
in their permanent grades, and, for the pur- 
poses of this section, be counted in their 
temporary grades. 

(j) Whenever a final fraction occurs in any 
computation made pursuant to this title, the 
nearest whole number shall be taken, and if 
such fraction be one-half the next higher 
whole number shall be taken. 

(k) Upon determination of the authorized 
number of officers in each of the various 
grades and in the combined grades of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) and ensign, with re- 
spect to officers serving on active duty as 
provided in this section, and with respect to 
officers holding permanent appointments on 
the active list of the Regular Navy, as pro- 
vided in section 3 of title I and section 203 
of title II of this Act, computations shall be 
made by the Secretary of the Navy to deter- 
mine the authorized number of officers which 
may serve under temporary appointment in 
the line and in each staff corps in each of the 
various grades and in the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign. Should 
the Secretary of the Navy determine, at the 
time of making such computations, that in 
any grade above lieutenant (junior grade), in 
the line or in any staff corps, a lesser number 
than the authorized number of officers which 
may serve under temporary appointment 
therein is required to meet the needs of the 
service, the authorized number may be re- 
duced accordingly and the reduction applied 
as an increase in the authorized number of 
such officers in the next lower grade. 
REDISTRIBUTION; LINEAL LISTS; RE- 

TENTION OF REAR ADMIRALS 


Sec. 304. (a) As soon as practicable, but 
not later than thirty days after the date of 
approval of this Act, the Secretary of the 
Navy shall establish a single lineal list of all 
officers of the grade of ensign and above of 
the line of the Navy or Naval Reserve on ac- 
tive duty on the date of establishment of such 
list, and such lineal list shall constitute the 
order of seniority of such officers as of the 
date of its establishment: -Provided, That 
there shall be excluded from such lineal list 
the following: (1) Retired officers of the Navy 
or Naval Reserve who are on active duty; 
(2) retired enlisted men on active duty serv- 
ing under a temporary appointment above 
commissioned warrant officer pursuant to the 
Act of June 27, 1942 (56 Stat. 422), as amended; 
(3) members of the Fleet Reserve on active 
duty serving under a temporary appointment 
above commissioned warrant officer pursuant 
to the Act of June 27, 1942 (56 Stat. 422), 
as amended; (4) temporary officers serving in 
grades above commissioned warrant officers 
pursuant to the Act of June 27, 1942, as 
amended, whose only appointment to any such 
grades was one for a period of limited dura- 
tion; (5) regular or temporary officers of the 
Navy or officers of the Naval Reserve, who, 
prior to the establishment of the lineal list, 
are under orders directing their release from 
active duty; and (6) officers of the Naval Re- 
serve ordered to active duty in connection 
with organizing, administering, recruiting, 
instructing, training, or drilling the Naval 
Reserve, or ordered to temporary active duty 
for the purpose of prosecuting special work. 
Officers shall be placed on this list in accord- 
ance with the rank and precedence held by 
them on the date of approval of this Act 
whether by virtue of temporary or permanent 
appointment: Provided, That in the event of 
the termination, subsequent to the approval 
of this Act and prior to the establishment of 
the linea] list, of the temporary appointment 
of an officer serving in the grade of admiral 
or vice admiral, or in a grade to which ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, such 
officer shall be placed on such list with the 
rank and precedence he would have held had 
he not been so temporarily appointed: And 
provided further, That any officer who, on 
the date of establishment of such list, is serv- 
ing under a temporary appointment in the 
grade of admiral or vice admiral or in a 
grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration, shall, upon termination of 
such temporary appointment, be placed on 
the lineal list with the rank and precedence 
he would have hel@ had he not been so tem- 
porarily appointed. 

(b) As soon as practicable, but not later 
than thirty days after the date of approval 
of this Act, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
determine, as of the date of approval of this 
Act, the number of officers authorized to be 
permanently appointed in the various grades 
of the line as provided in section 3 of title I 
of this Act. 

(c) As soon as practicable, but not later 
than thirty days after the date of approval 
of this Act, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
determine, as of the date of approval of this 





Act, the number of officers authorized to be 
temporarily appointed in the various grades 
of the line as provided in section 303 of this 
title. 


(d) Upon completion of the establishment 
of the lineal list as prescribed by subsection 
(a) of this section, and upon the determina- 
tion of the number of officers authorized to be 
permanently appointed inthe various grades 
of the line, as prescribed by subsection (b) 
of this section, the President is authorized 
to fill vacancies in the various grades of the 
line of the Regular Navy by permanently ap- 
pointing thereto and regularly commission- 
ing therein officers holding permanent ap- 
pointments in the line of the Regular Navy 
who are on the lineal list establihsed under 
subsection (a) of this section, and such offi- 
cers shal] be so appointed in the order of 
their seniority on such lineal list: Provided, 
That any line officer holding a permanent ap- 
pointment in the Regular Navy below the 
grade of rear admiral on the date of estab- 
lishment of the lineal list, and who at that 
time is serving under a temporary appoint- 
ment in the grade of hdmiral or vice admiral 
or in a grade to which appointed for a pe- 
riod of limited duration, may be permanently 
appointed and regularly commissioned with 
the rank and precedence he would have held 
had he not been so temporarily appointed: 
Provided further, That an officer designated 
for engneering duty, aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty, or special duty holding a perma- 
nent appointment in the Regular Navy may 
be permanently appointed to and regularly 
commissioned in the same grade to which the 
line officer next junior to him on the lineal 
list, who is not restricted in the performance 
of duty, and who is not serving under a tem- 
porary appointment in a grade to which ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, is 
so appointed pursuant to this subsection: Pro- 
vided further, That an officer designated for 
engineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, or special duty holding a permanent ap- 
pointment in the Regular Navy on the date 
of establishment of the lineal list, and who 
at that time is serving under a temporary 
appointment in a grade to which appointed 
for a period of limited duration, may be per- 
manently appointed to and regularly com- 
missioned in the same grade to which he 
would have been entitled had he not been so 
temporarily appointed: Provided further, 
That officers who, on the date of the establish- 
ment of the lineal list, were permanently com- 
missioned in the line of the Regular Navy as 
ensigns, and who at that time were serving 
under temporary appointments as lieutenants 
(junior grade), may be permanently appointed 
to and regularly commissioned in the line of 
the Regular Navy in the grade of lieutenant 
(junior grade) and with the precedence to 
which entitled by virtue of their position on 
the lineal list: Provided further, That each 
line officer of the Naval Reserve on the lineal 
list may be permanently appointed to and 
regularly commissioned in the same grade in 
the Naval Reserve to which the line officer of 
the Regular Navy next junior to him is per- 
manently appointed in the Regular Navy, and 
for the purpose of this proviso the position 
of any such Reserve officer on the lineal list 
shall be determined without regard to such 
temporary appointment in a grade to which 
appointed for a period of limited duration 
which he may hold: Provided further, That 
no officer shall be appointed, pursuant to 
this subsection, to a higher grade than the 
grade held by him on the lineal list: Pro- 
vided further, That appointments made pur- 
suant to this subsection shall not be subject 
to qualification by professional examination: 
Provided further, That all appointments to 
grades below that of rear admiral effected 
pursuant to this subsection shall be regarded 
as having been made with the advice and 
consent of the Senate: And provided further, 
That no provision of this title shall be con- 
strued to require the reappointment to a per- 
manent grade of any officer who already holds 
a permanent appointment in such grade. 


(e) Upon completion of the establishment 
of the linea] list as prescribed by subsection 
(a) of this section, and upon the determina- 
tion of the number of officers authorized to 
be temporarily appointed in the various 
grades of the line, as prescribed by subsec- 
tion (c) of this section, the President is au- 
thorized to fill vacancies in the various grades 
of the line of the Navy by temporarily ap- 
pointing thereto officers who are on the lineal 
list established under subsection (a) of this 
section, exclusive of officers serving on the 
date of establishment of such list under tem- 
porary appointments in the grade of admirai 
or vice admiral or in a grade to which ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, and 
such officers shall be so appointed in the order 
of their seniority on such list: Provided, 
That an officer designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty may be temporarily appointed to 
the same grade to which the line officer next 
junior to him on the lineal list, who is not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, and who 
is not serving under a temporary appoint- 
ment in a grade to which appointed for a 
period of limited duration, may be so ap- 
pointed pursuant to this subsection: Pro- 
vided further, That an officer of the line who 
is on the lineal list and who, on the date of 
establishment of such list, is serving under 
a temporary appointment in the grade of ad- 





miral or vice admiral or in a grade to which 
appointed for a period of limited duration 
may retain such appointment until it is ter. 
minated, and upon such termination such 
officer may be temporarily appointed to such 
grade and with the precedence to which he 
would then be entitled by virtue of his lineal 
position had he not been serving under a 
temporary appointment in the grade of ad- 
miral or vice admiral or in a grade to which 
appointed for a period of limited duration: 
Provided further, That retired personnel of 
the Navy or Naval Reserve who are serving 
on active duty on the date of the establish- 
ment of the lineal list under either a per- 
manent or a temporary appointment in the 
grade of ensign or above may be retained on 
active duty and serve under such appoint- 
ment until they are placed on inactive duty 
or until their temporary appointment is ter- 
minated; upon the termination of the tem- 


porary appointment and retention on active 
duty of any such officer who is so serving, 
but whose temporary appointment is one to 


a grade to which he is appointed for a period 
of limited duration, he may be- temporarily 
appointed to the grade in which he would 
have been serving on the date of approval of 
this Act had he not been serving at that time 
under such temporary appointment in a grade 
to which appointed for a period of limited 


duration: Provided further, That members 
of the Fleet Reserve who are sérving on ac- 
tive duty on the date of the establishment of 
the lineal list under a temporary appointment 
in the grade of ensign or abéve may be re- 
tained on active duty and serve under such 
appointment until they are placed on inactive 


duty or until their temporary appointment is 
terminated; upon the termination of the tem- 
porary appointment and retention on active 
duty of any such officer who is so serving, 
but whose temporary appointment is one to 
a grade to which he is appointed for a period 
of limited duration, he may be temporarily 
appointed to the grade in which he would 
have been serving on the date of approval of 
this Act had he not been serving at that time 
under such temporary appointment in a grade 
to which appointed for a period of limited 
duration: Provided further, That personnel 
of the Navy or Navy Reserve who are serving 
on active duty on the date of the establish- 
ment of the lineal list in grades above com- 
missioned warrant officer, and who have never 
served in any such grade except under a tem- 
porary appointment in a grade to which ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, may 
be retained on active duty and serve under 
such appointment until the termination there- 
of: Provided further, That no officer shal! be 
temporarily appointed, pursuant to this sub- 
section, to a higher grade than the grade held 
by him on the date of approval of this Act, 
exclusive of a temporary appointment in the 
grade of admiral or vice admiral or in a grade 
to which appointed for a period of limited 
duration: Provided further, That officers who 
are eligible to be temporarily appointed to 
any grade pursuant to this subsection may lx 
so appointed notwithstanding receipt of a 
permanent appointment pursuant to subsec- 
tion (d) of this section if such temporary 
appointment is necessary to the maintenanc¢ 
of their relative rank and precedence estab- 
lished by the linea] list: And provided fur- 
ther, That the number of line officers who may 
serve on active duty in any grade pursuant 
to this subsection under a temporary appoint- 
ment shall not exceed the authorized number 
of officers who may be temporarily appointed 
in such grade, 

(f) Permanent appointments effected pur- 
suant to subsection (d) of this section shall 
be effected with such dates of rank and 
registered numbers as shall maintain for 
each officer the precedence evidenced by his 
position on the lineal list established pur- 
suant to subsection (a) of this section: Pro- 
vided, That for the purpose of this subsection 
stch position on the lineal list shall be deter- 
mined without regard to temporary appoint- 
ments in the grades of admiral or vice ad- 
miral or in a grade to which appointed for 
a period of limited duration. 

(gz) Temporary appointments effected pur- 
suant to subsection (e) of this section shall 
be effected with such dates of rank and reg- 
istered numbers as shall maintain for each 
officer the precedence held by him at the time 
of the establishment of the lineal list estab- 
lished pursuant to subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion: Provided, That for the purpose of this 
subsection such precedence shall be deter- 
mined without regard to temporary appoint- 
ments in the grades of admiral or vice ad- 
miral or in a grade to which appointed for a 
period of limited duration. 

(h) As soon as practicable after the estab- 
lishment of the lineal list for line officers as 
prescribed by subsection (a) of this section 
the Secretary of the Navy shall convene 4 
board, composed of officers of the line and. 
in proportionate representation, of each staff 
corps of the Navy, and such board, which is 
authorized to conduct its studies in appro- 
priate panels but to make determinations only 
by the full board after a majority vote, shall 
recommend the assignment of running mates 
from among line officers on such lineal list 
to all officers of the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and above of the various staff corps 
of the Navy or Naval Reserve on active duty 
on the date of establishment of such linea!

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Text of Navy Promotion Bill 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
list: Provided, That running mates shall not 
be assigned to the following officers of the 
staff corps: (1) Officers of the same categories 
as the line officers described in clauses (1) 
through (6) of the first proviso of subsection 
(a) of this section, and (2) officers serving in 

the grade of ensign. 

In recommending the assignment of run- 
ning mates the board will be governed by 
the following principles: 

a. Each staff officer shall, except as pro- 
vided in paragraph d of this subsection, have 
assigned as his running mate a line officer 
who, on the date of approval of this Act, is 
serving in the same grade as such staff officer. 

b. If there be more than one line officer who, 
on the date of approval of this Act, is serv- 
ing in the same grade and with the same date 
of rank as a particular staff officer, one of 
such line officers shall be assigned as the 
running mate of such staff officer.

held had he not been so serving. 

The assignment of running mates as recom- 
mended by the Board convened pursuant to 
this subsection and approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall be accomplished not 
later than sixty days after the date of ap- 
proval of this Act.

Provided further, That no officer shall be 
temporarily appointed, pursuant to this sub- 
section, to a higher grade than the grade 
held by him on the date of approval of this 
Act, exclusive of a temporary appointment in 
a grade above rear admiral or in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion. Provided further, That officers of any 
staff corps who are eligible to be temporarily 
appointed to any grade pursuant to this sub- 
section may be so appointed notwithstanding 
receipt of a permanent appointment pursuant 
to subsection (j) of this section: And pro- 
vided further, That nothing contained in 
this subsection shall be construed to author- 
ize the limitation upon the number of rear 
admirals, which may be temporarily ap- 
pointed in any corps to be exceeded. 

(1) When, in effecting the temporary ap- 
pointments contemplated by the preceding 
subsections of this section, it would other- 
wise be necessary to temporarily appoint an 
officer in a grade in which he is then serving 
by virtue of temporary appointment therein 
pursuant to authority contained in the Act 
approved July 24, 1941, as amended, the Presi- 
dent is authorized to affirm the existing tem- 
porary appointment with such necessary re- 
adjustment of the date of rank and registered 
number of officers concerned as shall main- 
tain for him the precedence evidenced by his 
position on the appropriate linea] list es- 
tablished pursuant to the provisions of this 
section. Upon such affirmation such appoint- 
ment shall thereafter be considered as having 
been effected pursuant to authority contained 
in this section. 

(m) Upon accomplishment of the provisions 
of subsections (a) through (k) of this section 
the redistribution of officers contemplated by 
said subsections shall be deemed completed 
and said subsections shal] be deemed termi- 
nated. 

(n) No additional temporary appointments 
shall be effected pursuant to the authority 
of the Act of July 24, 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as 
amended, after the effective date of this Act, 
but nothing herein contained shall be held 
to impair the authority to make temporary 





appointments under that Act during any fu- 
ture war or national emergency, 

(o) Officers of the line or of any staff corps 
who are on active duty on the date of the 
establishment of lineal lists pursuant to this 
section, but who were not placed on any such 
ist, shall not be eligible for selection for 

romotion pursuant to this title. 

(p) All temporary promotions to grades 
above that of lieutenant (junior grade) in the 
line or Staff Corps of the Navy, including the 
promotion of those officers who are or may 
be carried on the Navy list as additional 
number in grade shall be only upon the rec- 
ommendation of a board of naval officers 
as herein prescribed. 

(q) All permanent promotions shall be ef- 
fected, from among officers temporarily pro- 
moted, in the manner prescribed in section 
311 of this title. 

(r) Rear admirals of the line of the Regu- 
lar Navy who complete five years of service 
in that grade, which shall include all service 
in that or a higher grade, whether under 
temporary or permanent appointment therein, 
and thirty-five years of total commissioned 
service as defined in section 2 of title I of 
this Act, and rear admirals of the Medical 
Corps and Supply Corps of the Regular 
Navy whose running mates complete such 
service, shall, subject to the provisions of 
subsection 307 (a) of this title, be continued 
on the active list only upon the recommenda- 
tion of a board of naval officers as herein 
prescribed. 

SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec, 305 (a) The following provisions shall 
relate to line officers: 

(1) A board for the recommendati6n of 
rear admirals for continuation on the active 
list shall consist of five rear admirals, or 
officers of higher grade, senior to any officer 
under consideration. Boards for the rec- 
ommendation of officers for temporary pro- 
motion to the grades of rear admiral and 
captain, and for the recommendation of cap- 
tains for continuation on the active list, shall 
consist of nine rear admirals or officers of 
higher grade; a board for the recommenda- 
tion of officers for temporary promotion to 
the grade of commander shall consist of three 
rear admirals and six captaing; and boards 
for the recommendation of pe tle for tem- 
porary promotion to the grades of lieutenant 
commander and lieutenant shall consist of 
nine officers above the grade of commander. 
Whenever officers designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical] engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty are eligible for consideration by a 
selection board for temporary promotion or 
for continuation on the active list, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall appoint, as alternate 
members of the appropriate selection board, 
three officers of the same designation as any 
such eligible officer, and if there be not three 
available he shall so appoint such lesser num 
ber as shall be available, and the junior 
members who are not restricted in the por 
formance of duty, in like number, shall not 
act upon the cases of officers designated tor 
engineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, or special duty. No such alternaie 
member shall act upon the cases of officers 
other than those of the same designation as 
himself. No officer designated for engineer- 
ing duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or 
special duty shall act upon the cases of offi- 
cers not restricted in the performance of duty. 

(2) The officers composing these boards 
shall be officers on the active list of the Navy. 
No officer may be a member of two successive 
selection boards for the consideration of offi- 
cers for promotion to the same grade, 

(3) These boards shall be appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy and convened at 
least once each year and at such times as the 
Secretary of the Navy may direct. 

(b) The following provisions shall relate 
to staff officers: 

(1) A board for the recommendation of rear 
admirals for continuation on the active list 
shall consist of three rear admirals, or officers 
ot higher rank of the corps concerned, senior 
to any oflicer under consideration. A board 
for the recommendation of officers for tempo- 
rary promotion to the grade of rear admiral, 
and for the recommendation of captains for 
continuation on the active list, shall consist 
of not less than three nor more than nine 
rear admirals of the corps concerned. Boards 
for the recommendation of officers for tem- 
porary promotion to the grades of captain and 
commander shall consist of not less than six 
nor more than nine officers of the corps con- 
cerned of the grade of captain or above. 
Boards for the recommendation of officers 
for temporary promotion to the grades of 
lieutenant commander and lieutenant shall 
consist of not less than six nor more than 
nine officers of the corps concerned above the 
grade of commander. 

(2) The officers composing these boards 
shull be officers on the active or retired list 
of the Navy. In case there be not a sufficient 
number of officers of the corps concerned 
legally or physically capacitated to serve on 
a selection board of such corps, officers of 
the line on the active list of equivalent rank 
may be detailed to duty on such board to con- 
stitute the required minimum membership. 
No officer may be a member of two successive 
selection boards for the consideration of offi- 
cers for promotion to the same grades. 

(3) These boards shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy and convened at least 
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once each year at a time as soon as practic- 
able after the report of a corresponding board 
for the selection of line officers has been ap- 
proved by the President, and at such times 
at the Secretary of the Navy may direct, 


OATH FOR MEMBERS OF SELECTION 
BOARDS 

Sec. 306. Each member of a board provided 
for in section 305 of this title shall swear, 
or affirm, that he will, without prejudice or 
partiality, and having in view both the special 
fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
naval service, perform the duties imposed 
upon him as herein provided. 


ELIGIBILITY OF OFFICERS FOR 
CONSIDERATION BY SELECTON BOARDS 

Sec. 307. (a) The following provision shall 
relate to line officers: 

(1) Rear admirals within the following 
eategories shal] be eligible for consideration 
by a selection board for recommendation for 
continuation on the active list: (1) Those who 
at any time during the then current fiscal 
year complete five years’ service in their 
grade and at any time prior to the end of 
such fiscal year will have completed thirty- 
five years of total commissioned service, and 
(2) those who, prior to the then current fiscal 
year, have completed five years’ service in 
grade and in such fiscal year complete thirty- 
five years of total commissioned service: 
Provided, That service in grade shall include 
all service in that or a higher grade whether 
under temporary or permanent appointment 
therein and total commissioned service shall 
be as defined in section 2 of title I of this 
Act: Provided further, That an officer who 
has lost numbers or precedence shall not be 
eligible for such consideration until an officer 
junior to him in the grade of rear admiral 
who has not lost numbers or precedence be- 
comes eligible: And provided further, That a 
rear admiral who has only once failed of 
selection for continuation on the active list 
shall be eligible for consideration for such 
continuation by the next succeeding board 
convened to recommend rear admirals for 
such continuation, 

(2) Captains designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty, within the following categories 
shall be eligible for consideration by a selec- 
tion board for recommendation for continua- 
tion on the active list: (1) Those who have 
twice failed of selection for temporary promo- 
tion to rear admiral, and (2) those who have 
failed of selection for temporary promotion to 
rear admiral in the immediately preceding 
year and who are not recommended for tem- 
porary promotion by the selection board con- 
cerned: Provided, That such captains who will 
complete thirty-five years’ total commissioned 
service in the fiscal year in which such board 
is convened will not be eligible for considera- 
tion for continuation on the active list. 

(3) Officers shall be eligible for considera- 
tion by a selection board for temporary pro- 
motion to the next higher grade when they 
will have completed, on June 30 of the fiscal 
year of the convening of the appropriate 
board, the following periods of service in the 
grades in which they are serving: Captains, 
three years; commanders, five years; lieuten- 
ant commanders and lieutenants, four years; 
lieutenants (junior grade), two years, Service 
in grade shall include all service in that or 
a higher grade whether under temporary or 
permanent appointment therein. An officer 
in any grade who shall become eligible for 
such consideration shall, regardless of failure 
or failures of selection for such promotion, 
remain so eligible while on the active list: 
Provided, That officers whose names are on 
the temporary-promotion list for any grade 
on the date of the convening of the board 
shall not be considered for the same grade 
by the board, 

(4) Of the officers, in any grade, designated 
for limited duty, who would otherwise be 
eligible for consideration for temporary pro- 
motion pursuant to the provisions of sub- 
paragraph (3) of this subsection, only the 
junior officer in the promotion zone for officers 
designated for limited duty and officers senior 
to him in the grade concerned shall! be eligible 
for such consideration, 

(5) Service under an appointment for a 
period of limited duration only while serving 
on a specified duty assignment shall, for the 
purposes of this section, be considered only 
as service in the grade which the officer con- 
cerned would have held under temporary 
appointment but for such service in a higher 
grade. 

(b) The following provisions shall relate 
to staff officers: 

(1) Rear admirals in the Medical Corps 
and Supply Corps shall: be eligible for con- 
sideration by a selection board for continua- 
tion on the active list when their running 
mates are eligible for such consideration: 
Provided, That a rear admiral who has only 
once failed of selection for continuation on 
the active list shall be eligible for considera- 
tion for such continuation by the next suc- 
ceeding board convened te recommend rear 
admirals for such continuation, 

(2) Captains within the following cate- 
gories shall be eligible for consideration by 
a selection board for recommendation for con-

tinuation on the active list: (1) Those who 
have twice failed of selection for temporary 
promotion to rear admiral, and (2) those who 
have failed of selection for temporary pro- 
motion to rear admiral in the immediately 
preceding year and who are not recommended 
for temporary promotion by the selection 
board concerned: Provided, That such cap- 
tains who will complete thirty-five years’ 
total commissioned service in the fiscal year 
in which such board is convened will not be 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 

the active list. 

(3) An officer in any grade shall become 
eligible for consideration by a selection board 
for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade when his running mate becomes eligible 
for such selection, except that officers of the 
Medical, Dental, and Chaplain Corps in the 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and lieu- 
tenant shall not be eligible for such selection 
unless they are in the promotion zone in 
such grade or are senior to the officers in 
the promotion zone of the grade in which they 
are serving. An officer in any grade who shall 
become eligible for such consideration shall, 
regardless of failure or failures of selection 
for such promotion, remain so eligible while 
on the active list: Provided, That officers 
whose names are on the temporary promotion 
list for any grade on the date of the con- 
vening of the board shall not be considered 
for the same grade by the board. 

(4) Of the officers, in any grade in any 
corps, designated for limited duty, who 
would otherwise be eligible for consideration 
for temporary promotion pursuant to the pro- 
visions of subparagraph (3) of this subsec- 
tion, only the ‘officer in that corps whose 
running mate is the junior officer in the pro- 
motion zone for line officers designated for 
limited duty and officers in that corps senior 
to him in the grade concerned shall be eligible 
for such consideration.

SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec. 308. (a) The following provisions shall 
relate to line officers: 

(1) The Secretary of the Navy shall furnish 
the appropriate selection board with (1) the 
number of officers not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, the number of officers 
designated for engineering duty, the number 
of officers designated for aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, the number of officers des- 
ignated for special duty, and the number 
of officers designated for limited duty, which 
the board may recommend for temporary pro- 
motion to the next higher grade; (2) the 
names of all officers eligible for considera- 
tion for temporary promotion to each grade 
or grades to which the board will recommend 
officers for temporary promotion; (3) the 
number of rear admirals not restricted in 
the performance of duty which the board 
may recommend for continuation on the ac- 
tive list; (4) the combined number of rear 
admirals designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, and special 
duty, which the board may recommend for 
continuation on the active list; (5) the names 
of al] rear admirals eligible for consideration 
for continuation on the active list; (6) the 
number of captains designated for engineer- 
ing duty, the number of captains designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty, and the 
number of captains designated for special 
duty, which the board may recommend for 
continuation on the active list; (7) the names 
of all captains eligible for consideration for 
continuation on the active list; (S) the rec- 
ords of all officers whose names are furnished 
to a board; and (9) the names of officers in 
the respective promotion zones in the grade 
or grades under consideration for temporary 
promotion. 

(2) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty shall be determined by the Secretary 
of the Navy as of the date of the convening 
of the board and shall be equal to the number 
of vacancies existing among such officers in 
each grade for temporary promotion to which 
the board will recommend such officers plus 
the estimated number of such vacancies which 
will occur during the ensuing twelve-month 
period and minus the number of such officers 
then on the promotion list. 


(3) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
officers designated for limited duty shall be 
determined by the Secretary of the Navy as 
of the date of the convening of the board and 
shall be equal to the number of vacancies 
existing among such officers in each grade 
for temporary promotion to which the board 
will recommend such officers plus the esti- 
mated number of such vacancies which will 
occur during the ensuing twelve-month pe- 
riod and minus the number of such officers 
then on the promotion list. 

(4) The numbers to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
officers designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty 
to the grade of rear admiral shall be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy as of 
the date of the convening of the board, Their 
total shall be equal to the number of va- 
eancies existing among such officers in the 
grade of rear admiral plus the estimated 





number of such vacancies which will occur 
during the ensuing twelve-month period and 
minus the number of such officers then on the 
promotion list. Within and to such total the 
Secreiary of the Navy shall allocate such 
numbers to any or all of the named categories 
as he shall determine to be necessary to meet 
the requirements of the Navy. 

(5) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
officers designated for engineering duty from 
a grade below captain shall be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy as of the date 
of the convening of the board as necessary to 
meet the needs of the,service. Such number 
shall not exceed the whmber of such officers 
in the promotion zone in the grade con- 
cerned nor be less than the product of that 
number and a fraction which for each such 
grade shall have as its numerator a number 
equal to the number of line officers in the 
same grade, not restricted in the performance 
of duty, which may be recommended for 
temporary promotion to the next higher grade 
in the same fiscal year, and as its denomina- 
tor a number equal to the number of line 
officers, not restricted in the performance of 

- duty, in the promotion zone of the grade 
concerned in such year. 

(6) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
officers designated for aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty from a grade below captain shall be 
determined by the Secretary of the Navy as 
of the date of the convening of the board 
as necessary to meet the needs of the service 
Such number shal] not exceed the number of 
such officers in the promotion zone in the 
grade concerned nor be less than the product 
of that number and a fraction which for each 
such grade shall have as its numerator a num- 
ber equal to the number of line officers in the 
same grade, not restricted in the performance 
of duty, which may be recommended for 
temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade in the same fiscal year, and as its de- 
nominator a number equal to the number 
of line offcers, not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, in the promotion zone of 
the grade concerned in such year. 

(7) The number to be furnished the board 
in resfect to the temporary promotion of 
officers designated for special duty from a 
grade below captain shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date 
of the convening of the board as necessary 
to meet the needs of the service. Such number 
shall not exceed the number of such officers 
in the promotion zone in the grade concerned 
nor be less than the product of that number 
and a fraction which for each such grade 
shall have as its numerator a number equal 
to the number of lige officers in the same 
grade, not restricted in the performance of 
duty, which may be recommended for tem- 
porary promotion to the next higher grade in 
the same fiscal year, and as its denominator 
a number equal to the number of line officers, 
not restricted in the performance of duty, 
in the promotion zone of the grade concerned 
in such year. 

(8) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to rear admirals not restricted 
in the performance of duty to be continued 
on the active list shall be determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy as of the date of the 
convening of the board and shall be com- 
puted by dividing the authorized number of 
such rear admirals by three and subtracting 
from the quotient thus obtained the number 
of such rear admirals, exclusive of those who 
have once failed of selection for such continu- 
ation, who shall have completed prior to the 
end of the preceding fiscal year five years of 
service in that grade and thirty-five years of 
total commissioned service, as defined in sec- 
tion 307 (a) of this title, which it is estimated 
will remain on the active list at the end of 
the current fiscal year: Provided, That the 
number to be so furnished shall not be less 
than 50 per centum of the number of rear 
admirals, exclusive of those who have once 
failed of selection for such continuation, eligi- 
ble for consideration by the board for con- 
tinuation on the active list. 

(9) The combined number to be furnished 
the board in respect to rear admirals desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautica! eD- 
gineering duty, and special duty to be con- 
tinued on the active list shall be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy as of the date 
of the convening of the board and shall be 
computed by dividing the authorized number 
of such rear admirals by three and subtract- 
ing from the quotient thus obtained the num- 
ber of such rear admirals, exclusive of those 
who have once failed of selection for such 
continuation, who shall have completed prior 
to the end of the preceding fiscal year five 
years of service in that grade and thirty-five 
years of total commissioned service, as de- 
fined in section 307 (a) of this title, which 
it is estimated will remain on the active list 
at the end of the current fiscal year: Pro- 
vided, That the number to be so furnished 
shall not be less than 50 per centum of the 
number of rear admirals, exclusive of those 
who have once failed of selection for such 
continuation, eligible for consideration by 
the board for continuation on the active list.

Col. Benjamin P. Nicklin, USA-Ret. 

Col. Benjamin Patten Nicklin, USA- 
Ret., who was retired in 1928 after 33 
years of active service, died 7 March at 
his home, At Ease, on Signal Mountain, 
Tenn. 

He was born in Chattanooga 24 Jan. 1873, 
the son of a Captain in the Federal Army in 
the War Between the States. He served in 
several campaigns in 1895 as a national 
guardsman, and was advanced to Sergeant. 

In 1898 Sgt. Nicklin was commissioned 4 
second lieutenant with the Ninth Infantry. In 
) he was advanced to first lieutenant, In 
1903 he became a captain, in 1917 a major and 
a lieutenant colonel before the end of the 
year; and he was commissioned a colone! in 
1926. His was a real “rise from the ranks.” 

His military duty carried him to service in 
43 of the 48 states, and he had nine years of 
foreign service, in Mexico, Cuba, the Philip 
pines, China and Germany. He made one trip 
around the world, and returned twice to the 
Philippines, 

He was awarded the Silver Star for gal- 
lantry in action against the insurgent Fili- 
pinos; he wore the Indian Campaign Medal 
for participation in the Apache troubles of 
the 90's; he was in China during the Boxer 
rebellion; he was stationed at Fort Ogle 
thorpe during World War I and the Sj anish 
American War; he “worked for Black Jack 
Pershing” with a machine-gun company on 
the Mexican border. 

Colonel Nicklin belonged to 14 military 
societies, including the Order of the Cincin 
nati, marking his first-of-line descent from a 
society of patriots formed by George Wash 
ington. 

Colonel Nicklin is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Margaret Nicklin of Signal Mountain. 
and two younger brothers, Dwight M. Nicklin 
and John B. Nicklin.

Financial Digest 

The Government’s budget surplus 
reached the highest point in history 20 
March due to large Treasury receipts from 
1946 income tax payments, The excess of 
income over spending during the current 
fiscal year was recorded by the Treasury 
as $2,367 million. It is to be expected that 
this margin will be reduced considerably 
between now and the end of the fiscal 
year, but Treasury officials feel that the 
fiscal year will close with the first budget 
surplus in 17 years. 

Steel operations this week are sched- 
uled at 97 per cent of capacity, slightly 
higher than last week. The current rate 
is the highest since 16 Oct. 1944. 

The average number of salaried and 
hourly-rate employes on General Motors’ 
payrolls in 1946 was 300,634 and total 
payrolls were $870,215,992, it was an- 
nounced this week by C. E. Wilson, pres- 
ident, and Alfred P. Sloan, jr., chairman 
of the board. Their statement was issued 
in advance of the forthcoming General 
Motors 1846 annual report which goes 
to over 430,000 stockholders. 

Manufacturing operations were halted 
by the UAW-CIO strike in November and 
December of 1945 which continued into 
the early months of 1946, and curtailed 
by labor troubles in General Motors until 
the middle of May and later by material 
shortages caused partly by the war and 
partly by Government controls but chiefly 
by the strikes in the steel, glass, elec- 
trical, copper, coal and railroad indus- 
tries and in the plants of suppliers, the 
statement says. 

The 1946 figures compare with an aver- 
age of 345,940 salaried and hourly-rate 
employes and total payrolls of $1,007,- 
563,689 for 1945, during which both war 
and peace production were carried on, 
and with 308,827 salaried and hourly-rate 
employes and total payrolls of $669,744,870 
for 1941, the last previous peacetime year. 





Merchant Marine 

The serious shortage of ocean-going pas- 
senger ships operating under the Amer- 
ican flag—one of the factors which re- 
sulted in President Truman’s creation of 
a five-man Advisory Committee on the 
Merchant Marine—was strikingly demon- 
strated by figures furnished by the Mari- 
time Commission. 

This tabulation shows that at the out- 
break of World War II in 1939 there were 
162 passenger vessels with a total capacity 
of 56,516 passengers under United States 
registry. Of this number more than one- 
third were more than 20 years old, the 
age limit set by the Merchant Marine Act 
of 1986. 

Today the total is 91, capable of carry- 
ing only 27,017 passengers, and of these 
only 21, with an aggregate carrying ca- 
pacity of 4,359 passengers, are now ac- 
tively in operation. Of the remaining ves- 
sels, 53 with 16,453 passenger capacity, 
are in inactive status because of inability 
to meet present safety requirements of 
the Coast Guard. Seventeen passenger- 
“argo vessels, capacity 6,205 passengers, 
are under reconversion from war service 
or being repaired. 

Thirty-seven of the fleet of 162 liners 
this country had before the war were 
sunk while under American operation 
during hostilities. Twenty-seven were 
transferred to foreign registry in the 
United Nations war effort and thirteen 
of these were sunk. Eight were converted 
to freighters in the war emergency and 
four have been scrapped because of com- 
bat or other damage that made repair 
uneconomical. Twenty-five overage or 
seriously damaged passenger vessels are 
in the Maritime Commission’s Reserve 
Fleet, while twelve are still operated by 
the War Department and seven by the 
Navy. Thirty-six are under private con- 
trol and six are operated for the Maritime 
Commission.

list shall be such a number in each case not 
to exceed in each instance the number pre- 
scribed in section 312 of this title, as the 
Secretary of the Navy shall determine to be 
necessary to meet the requirements of the 
Navy. 

(11) The promotion zone in any grade for 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty, shall be established by the Secretary 
of the Navy as of the date of the convening 
of a selection board to consider officers of 
that grade for recommendation for temporary 
promotion to the next higher grade. It shall 
eonsist of that number of the most senior 
such officers of the grade under consideration, 
who are eligible for selection for temporary 
promotion to the next higher grade and have 
not previously failed of such selection, which 
must be either selected for temporary pro- 
motion by the particular board or be con- 
sidered as having failed of such selection, 
in order to maintain a flow of promotion 
consistent with the terms of service set out 
in paragraph (14) of this subsection and to 
best assure to individuals in succeeding 
years equality of opportunity for temporary 
promotion. The number shall be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy and shall be 
based upon a consideration of the estimated 
number of vacancies which will occur in the 
next higher grade for each of the ensuing 
five years, the number of such officers who 
will be eligible for selection, and the terms 
of service which they will have completed: 
Provided, That such officers in the grade of 
captain shall be included in the promotion 
zone for that grade not later than the fiscal 
year in which they complete thirty years of 
total commissioned service, 

(12) The promotion zones in any grade, 
below that of captain, for officers designated 
for engineering duty, for officers designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty, and for 
officers designated for special duty, shal! each 
be composed of all officers of each such des- 
ignation in the grade who have not previously 
failed of selection to the next higher grade 
and who are senior to the junior officer in the 
promotion zone determined as provided in 
paragraph (11) of this subsection. 

(13) The promotion zone in any grade for 
officers designated for limited duty, shall be 
established by the Secretary of the Navy as 
of the date of the convening of a selection 
board to consider officers of that grade for 
recommendation for temporary promotion to 
the next higher grade.

(15) The normal terms of service in grades 
of officers designated for limited duty in the

(1) The Secretary of the Navy shall furnish 
the appropriate selection board with (1) the 
number of officers not restricted in the per-

and in the corps concerned. The numerator 
of this fraction shall be a number equal to 
the number of officers designated for limited 
duty placed upon the promotion list pursuant 
to the report of the comparable board for 
the selection of line officers convened in the 
same fiscal year, the denominator of this 
fraction shall be a number equal to the num- 
ber of officers designated for limited duty 
in the promotion zone considered by said 
board for the selection of line officers, 

(4) The numbers to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
officers of the Supply Corps and Civil Engin- 
eer Corps not restricted in the performance 
of duty to the grades of lieutenant com- 
marder and lieutenant shall be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy as of the date 
of the convening of the board and shall be 
a fraction of the number of such officers in 
the promotion zone in the grade and in the 
corps concerned, The numerator of this frac- 
shall be a number equal to the number of 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty placed upon the promotion list pur- 
suant to the report of the comparable board 
for the selection of line officers convened in 
the same fiscal year. The denominator of this 
fraction shall be a number equal to the num- 
ber of officers, not restricted in the perform- 
ance of duty, in the promotion zone con- 
sidered by said board for the selection of 
line officers. 

(5) The numbers to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers, except officers of the Supply Corps and 
Civil Engineer Corps, not restricted in the 
performance of duty to the grades of lieuten- 
ant commander and lieutenant shall be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy as of 
the date of the convening of the board and 
shall be equal to the number of such officers 
in the promotion zones in the grades of lieu- 
tenant and lieutenant (junior grade), re- 
spectively. 

(6) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of 
captains to the grade of rear admiral shall 
be determined by the Secretary of the Navy 
as of the date of the convening of the board 
and shall be equal to the number of vacancies 
existing in the grade of rear admiral plus 
the estimated number of such vacancies which 
will occur during the ensuing twelve-month 
period and minus the number of captains then 
on the promotion list. 

(7) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to rear admirals to be continued 
on the active list shall be determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy as of the date of the 
convening of the board and shall be computed 
by dividing the authorized number of rear 
admirals by three and subtracting from the 
quotient thus obtained the number of rear 
admirals, whose running mates shall have 
completed prior to the end of the preceding 
fiscal year five years of service in that grade 
and thirty-five years of total commissioned 
service, as defined in subsection 307 (a) of 
this title, which it is estimated will remain 
on the active list at the end of the current 
fiscal year: Provided, That the number to be 
so furnished shal] not be less than 50 per 
centum of the number of rear admirals, ex- 
clusive of those who have once failed of selec- 
tion for such continuation, eligible for con- 
sideration by the board for continuation on 
the active list. 

(8) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to captains to be continued on the 
active list shall be determined by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as of the date of the con- 
vening of the board and shall be such a num- 
ber in each case not to exceed in each in- 
stance the number prescribed in subsection 
312 (b) of this title, as the Secretary of the 
Navy shall determine to be necessary to meet 
the requirements of the Navy. 

(9) An officer in any grade, not restricted 
in the performance of duty, who has not 
failed of selection for temporary promotion 
to the next higher grade, shall be deemed to 
be in the promotion zone when his running 
mate in the same grade has been determined 
to be in the promotion zone of officers not 
restricted in the performance of duty in that 
grade. 

(10) An officer in any grade, designated for 
limited duty, who has not failed of selection 








for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade, shall be deemed to be in the promotion 
zone when his running mate in the same 
grade has been determined to be in the pro- 
motion zone of officers designated for limited 
duty. 

(c) The following provisions shal] relate 
to all officers: 

(1) Any officer eligible for consideration by 
selection board shall have the right to for- 
ward through official channels at any time 
not later than ten days after the convening 
of said board a written communication in- 
viting attention to any matter of record in 
the Navy Department concerning himself 
which he deems inportant in the consideration 


‘of his case: Provided, That such communica- 


tion shall not contain any reflection upon the 
character, conduct, or motives of or criticism 
of any officer. 

DUTIES OF SELECTION BOARDS 


Sec. 309. (a) The following provisions shall 
relate to line officers: 

(1) From among those officers who are 
eligible for consideration for temporary pro- 
motion, each board shall recommend for 
temporary promotion those officers holding 
permanent appointments in the grades of en 
sign and above in the Regular Navy whom it 
considers best fitted for temporary promo- 
tion, and those officers not holding permanent 
appointments in the grades of ensign and 
above in the Regular Navy whom it considers 
qualified for continued active duty: Provided, 
That the total number of officers holding 
permanent appointments in the Regular Navy 
plus the number of officers not holding per- 
manent appointments in the Regular Navy 
which may be recommended for temporary 
promotion in each grade shal] not exceed the 
number furnished the board concerned by the 
Secretary of the Navy as provided in section 
308 of this title: Provided further, That in 
each grade the junior officer in a promotion 
zone and all officers of his category senior 
to him in linea] rank who are eligible for con- 
sideration shall, if not selected for temporary 
promotion, be considered as having failed of 
selection for temporary promotion, and no 
such officer junior in lineal rank to sald 
junior officer in said promotion zone shall, 
if not selected for temporary promotion, be 
considered as having failed of selection for 
temporary promotion: Provided further, That 
any captain designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, or special 
duty, shall if not on the promotion list for 
the grade of rear admiral on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which he completes thirty 
years of total commissioned service, as defined 
in section 2 of title I of this Act, be held for 
all purposes to have once failed of selection 
for temporary promotion, and if not on such 
list on June 30 of the succeeding year shall, 
subject to the provisions of subsection 311 
(c) of this title, be held for all purposes to have 
twice failed of selection for temporary pro- 
motion, and no such officer shall be held to 
have failed of selection for temporary pro- 
motion solely by reason of the approved rec- 
ommendation for temporary promotion of 
any officer junior to him: Provided further, 
That an officer who has lost numbers or 
precedence shall not be held to have com- 
pleted the service prescribed in the preceding 
proviso until he completes five years of service 
in the grade of captain: And provided fur- 
ther, That the status of having once failed 
of selection for temporary promotion shall 
not be considered as prejudicia] to an officer 
with respect to his qualifications, his fitness 
for the naval service, or his eligibility for 
selection by the next succeeding selection 
board. 


(2) From among those rear admirals not 
restricted in the performance of duty who are 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list, the board shall recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers best fitted for continued service 
on the active list, in number equal to the 
number furnished the board by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as provided in section 308 
of this title. 

(3) From among those rear admirals des- 
ignated for engineering duty, aeronautical 
engineering duty, or special duty, who are 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list, the board shall recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers best fitted for continued service on 
the active list, in number equal to the num- 
ber furnished the board by the Secretary 
of the Navy as provided in section 308 of 
this title. 

(4) From among those captains designated 
for engineering duty, aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty, or special duty who are eligible for 
consideration for continuation on the active 
list, the board shall recommend for such 
continuation those officers, of each such cate- 
gory, whom it considers best fitted for con- 
tinued service on the active list, in number 
not exceeding the number furnished the board 
by the Secretary of the Navy, with respect 
to that category, as provided in section 308 
of this title. 

(5) The recommendation of the board in 
respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers who are now or may hereafter be des- 
ignated for engineering duty, aeronautical 
engineering duty, special duty, or limited 
duty, shall be based upon their comparative 
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fitness, within such categories, for the duties 
prescribed for them by law. 

(b) The following provisions shall relate to 
staff officers: 

(1) From among those officers holding per- 
manent appointments in the Regular Navy 
who are eligible for consideration for tem- 
porary promotion, each board shall recom- 
mend for temporary promotion those officers, 
if of the grade of lieutenant commander or 
above, or if designated for limited duty in 
grades above ensign, whom it considers best 
fitted for temporary promotion, and, if of the 
grade lieutenant or lieutenant (junior grade), 
those whom it considers best fitted for tem- 
porary promotion, if of the Supply Corps 
or Civil Engineer Corps, or, if of any other 
corps, those whom it considers fitted for tem- 
porary promotion; Provided, That from 
among those eligible officers not holding 
permanent appointments in the Regular Navy 
the board shall recommend for temporary 
promotion those whom it considers qualified 
for continued active duty: Provided further, 
That the total number of officers holding 
permanent appointments in the Regular Navy 
plus the number of officers not holding perma- 
nent appointments in the Regular Navy which 
may be recommended for temporary promo- 
tion in each grade shall not exceed the num- 
ber furnished the board concerned by the 
Secretary of the Navy as provided in section 
308 of this title: Provided further, That in 
each grade the junior officer in a promotion 
zone and all officers of his category senior to 
him in lineal rank who are eligible for con- 
sideration shall, if not selected for temporary 
promotion, be considered as having failed of 
selection for temporary promotion, and no 
such officer junior in lineal rank to said 
junior officer in said promotion zone shall, if 
not selected for temporary promotion, be con- 
sidered as having failed of selection for tem- 
porary promotion: And provided further, That 
the status of having once failed of selection 
for temporary promotion shall not be con- 
sidered as prejudicial to any officer with re- 
spect to his qualifications, his fitness for 
the naval service, or his eligibility for selec- 
tion by the next succeeding selection board. 

(2) From among those rear admirals who 
are eligible for consideration for continuation 
on the active list, the board shall recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers best fitted for continued service on 
the active list, in number equal to the number 
furnished the board by the Secretary of the 
Navy as provided in section 308 of this title. 

(3) From among those captains who are 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list, the board shall recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers best fitted for continued service on 
the active list in numbers not exceeding the 
numbers furnished the board by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as provided in section 308 
of this title. 

(4) The recommendation of the board in 
respect to the promotion of officers designated 
for dimited duty shall be based upon their 
comparative fitness, within such category, 
for the duties prescribed for them by law, 

(c) The following provision shall relate to 
all officers: 

(1) All reports or recommendations of a 
selection board under any provision of this 
title shall require the concurrence of at least 
two-thirds of the acting members: Provided, 
That the report or recommendations of a 
board composed of five acting members or 
less shall require the concurrence of at least 
a majority of the acting members. 

REPORTS OF SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec, 310. (a) The report of the board shall be 
in writing, signed by all of the acting mem- 
bers thereof, and shall certify that the board 
has carefully considered the case of every 
officer whose name was furnished to the 
board by the Secretary of the Navy, as pro- 
vided in section 308 of this title, and that, in 
the opinion of at least two-thirds of the act- 
ing members, the officers therein recom- 
mended, if line officers holding permanent 
appointments in the Regular Navy or staff 
officers of the grade of lieutenant comman- 
der or above or designated for limited duty 
in grades above ensign holding such appoint- 
ments, are selected as the best fitted to as- 
sume the duties of the next higher grade, 
and if staff officers of the grade of lieutenant 
or lieutenant (junior grade) holding such ap- 
pointments, are, if of the Supply Corps or 
Civil Engineer Corps, selected as best fitted 
and, if of any other corps, selected as fitted 
to assume the duties of the next higher grade, 
and, if either line or staff officers not hold- 
ing such appointments, are selected as qual- 
ified for continued active duty: Provided, 
That the recommendation of the board in the 
eases of officers who are now or may here- 
after be designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, special duty, 
or limited duty, shall be based upon their 
comparative fitness, within such categories, 
as prescribed in section 309 of this title. 

(b) The report of a board convened to 
recommend rear admirals or captains for con- 
tinuation on the active list shall certify that, 
in the opinion of at least two-thirds of the 
acting members, if the board has more than

ists, civilian people that come in to take over 
in very high technical things. But it is a 
bill that is going to cost us a little money. 
However, we see no way out of it if we are 
going to have a decent Medical Corps.” 

Leading to this statement by General 
BHisenhower, the following dialogue took 
place: 

Senator Gurney: “I think that if possible 
some kind of a medical man should be on the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff along with the others, 
Air Force and what not. We have got to start 
thinking about it, or we are going to get into 
trouble very soon. I would hope that you 
would have your men look into that, and 
come up with the right answer.” 

General Eisenhower: “Senator, you give me 
a chance to ask a little sympathy on one of 
the hardest problems we have got in the 
Army, and I am sure it applies to the Navy. 
We have fewer doctors today in the Army, in 
the Regular Service, among people who have 
accepted commissions, than we had when the 
war started. This problem has been an acute 
one for so long that I have enlisted the ser- 
vices and help of every man I can think of. 

“We all agree that that kind of command, 
unified, is necessary in the field. It finally 
develops to the point where you can get such 
an organization as the medical service 
answering to one man. Because the medical 
service is going to have just as big a re- 
sponsibility to keep Chicago and Gary, Indi- 
ana, healthy and operating as they are to 
keep the soldiers on the front line or sailors 
in the ships.” 

Senator Gurney: “Well, General, you recog- 
nize that this is a critical situation. In case 
of a national emergency, some one man is 
going to take charge of the medical men in 
the armed service and the civilian doctors.” 

General Eisenhower: “But we will have to 
have planning before we can do that. You 
could not do it now. And you will have to 
have a man big enough, like this Secretary 
of National Defense, to plan for the thing. 
Today I have been examining with the Vet- 
erans’ Administration if there isn’t some pos- 
sibility of our combining our Medical Corps 
with them.” 

General Eisenhower then referred to 
the bill being considered by the Bureau of 
the Budget, Senator Gurney stating that 
the committee would like to have the bill. 
The Chief of Staff then related the gen- 
eral facts of the bill. 

Of the plan, Senator Gurney said: 

“It may be necessary, but still it is a hit 
or miss plan. I believe we should get our 
teeth into the problem now, and at least get 
a chance to give someone authority to work 
it out and bring the recommendation up to 
Congress.” 

General Eisenhower: “I think it is vitally 
necessary.”

Maj., Ord: “I hear there is some opposition 
to allowing the same credit towards retire- 
ment as was allowed for constructive service 
of officers recently integrated. Unless this is 
done, these officers will have discarded their 
civilian retirement and other rights, and for 
those integrated at the maximum age—48—it 
will be impossible to qualify for Army retire- 
ment except for disability.”

National Science Foundation 


A National Science Foundation, for 
formulating and encouraging the pursuit 
of an over-ail national policy for scien- 
tific research and scientific education, 
would be established by the terms of 8. 

26, which was reported favorably this 
week by the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Public Welfare. 

The National Science Foundation would 
succeed the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development. The Foundation will 
initially consist of five committees, in- 
cluding one for National Defense, the only 
one of which is perpetuated under law 
beyond the authority of the Foundation 
to abolish. 

The Committee reported: 

“The Committee for the Division of Na- 
tional Defense is established on a different 
basis from the other divisions because of the 
specialized nature of its activities and the 
fact that those activities will involve most of 
the general fields of scientific endeavor. Ac- 
cordingly, it is provided that the Committee 
for the Division of National Defense shall be 
made up of not more than 36 persons, of 
whom one-half are to be civilians appointed 
by the Foundation and one-half are to be 
representatives of the armed services.” 





Income Tax Bill 

The 1947 income tax bill, passed this 
week by the House, will, if enacted, bene- 
fit retired personnel who have reached 
the age of 65 and whose retirement pay 
is now subject to the income tax. The 
specified personnel would be allowed an 
additional special exemption of $500.

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Loyalty Checks in Services 


In response to President Truman’s 
order of 22 March calling for a loyalty 
check of all employees of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment, both the War and Navy Depart- 
ments are maintaining continuous checks 
of Service personnel. 

Although Mr. Truman’s order was 
aimed primarily at uncovering disloyalty 
among civilian employees, he included the 
Army and Navy in his Executive Order. 
He stated: 

“The Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy, and the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury with respect te the Coast Guard, are 
hereby directed to continue to enforce and 
maintain the highest standards of loyalty 
within the armed services, pursuant to the 
applicable statutes, the Articles of War, and 
the Articles for the Government of the Navy.” 

The Office of Naval Intelligence main- 
tains a continuous loyalty check on all 
uniformed naval personnel, and reporis 
itself certain that no subversive element 
exists within the Navy. 

ONI follows up whatever reports it re- 
ceives indicative of disloyalty, it was 
stated this week. In view of ONI’s con- 
stant surveillance, no special check of 
service personnel will be necessary in car- 
rying out President Truman’s order to 
check the loyalty of civilian employees of 
the Government and military and naval 
personnel. 





New Atom Unit Proposed 

A bill was introduced this week which 
would replace the present Atomic Energy 
Commission with a board headed by Gen- 
eral of the Army George C. Marshall, 
Secretary of State. 

The new plan would cancel the con- 
cept of civilian control and replace David 
E. Lilienthal, chairman of the commis. 
sion, and his five colleagues, with Genera] 
Marshall, Secretary of War Patterson, 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, and two 
civilian members to be appointed by the 
President. 

Drafter of the new bill is Senator Ma- 
lone (R-Nev.). Other sponsors were 
Senator Eaton (R-Mont.), Senator Me. 
Carthy (R-Wis.), Senator Overton (D.- 
La.) and Senator Thomas (D-Okla.). 

The new American deputy atomic rep- 
resentative to the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, Maj. Gen. Frederick 
Osborn, now a business man and scien- 
tist, said this week that interference by 
the control plan set forth in the first re 
port of the United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission with national sovereignty 
and national economic life, as contended 
by Soviet members, would be “small, 
compared with the disturbances which 
would result from the defense measures 
necessary for protection against atomic 
weapons.”

Annapolis Md.—The Commandant of 
Midshipmen, Rear Adm. Stuart H. In- 
gersoll, has announced the appointment 
of Midshipman Judson Davis Langston of 
Tupelo, Miss., to serve his second tour 
of duty as Brigade Captain, the highest 
post held by a midshipman at the Naval 
Academy. Langston entered the Academy 
in July, 1944, and has since won his 
plebe and junior varsity numerals in sail- 
ing and basketball, and has served as the 
president of the Portuguese Club. 


Adm. Hoover to ANPB 


The Navy Department announced 
yesterday the appointment of Vice Adm. 
John H. Hoover, USN, as senior naval 
member of the Joint Army Navy Petro 
leum Board under the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, effective about 1 April. 

Admiral Frederick J. Horne, USN- 
(Ret.), who has held the post since May, 
1943, is returning to inactive duty. 


New Chief of BuAer 


The Navy Department announced 
yesterday the selection of Rear Adm. 
Alfred M. Pride, USN, to be Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics succeeding Rear 
Adm. Harold B. Sallada, USN, whose new 
assignment has not been announced. 

Admiral Pride began his naval service 
as a machinist mate second class in 1917. 














Changes in Navy Purchasing 

As a result of hearings held during the 
past two weeks by a sub-committee of 
the House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices, the Navy Department has agreed 
to adopt various parts of the Army sys- 
tem of procurement of supplies for Post 
Exchanges. Criticisms of the present 
Navy system of procuring supplies for 
Ships Service Stores and Ships Stores 
only from manufacturers and through a 
central purchasing agency in New York 
has led to the decision of the Navy to 
adopt parts of the Army ‘system. 

The Department has also agreed to 
take action on other procurement mat- 
ters that have been criticized, deciding, 
among other plans, to purchase such sup 
plies in the vicinity of Navy installa- 
tions when prices are equally favorable. 





Naval Ordnance Plant 


The U. S. Naval Ordnance Plant at 
York, Pa., has been awarded honorary 
affiliation with the Manufacturers’ AS 
sociation of York. This is believed to be 
the first instance in which a government 
plant has been so closely associated with 
industrial leaders of the community iD 
which it is located. 

Plant operation was originally under 
contract with commercial firms, but these 
were terminated in April of 1946 and the 
piant was converted to full Navy opera 
tion under the Navy Bureau of Ordnance, 
headed by Vice Adm. G. F. Hussey, US. 
Capt. Eugene C. Rook, USN, is the pres 
ent commanding officer of the plant. 
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
